FIRE LOSS ABOUT $250-000 


Douglas. Aiix., June 2.~The follow¬ 
ing dlarpatch was received here to-night 
from Naeo, Arlz.: 

A reporter of the Associated Press 
was in communication with 4 ?ol. W. C. 
Greene over the telephone this after¬ 
noon and was advised that Gov. Ysabel 
and the armed posse which accompa¬ 
nied him from Blsbee had arrived at 
Cananea, and that their appearance 
in the town hnd a quieting effect on 
the strikers. Col. Greene added that 
there was. however, still considerable 
anxiety and uneasiness apparent, and 
Indicated that the trouble wua not en¬ 
tirely at an end. 

Vice Consul Antonio Maza. who rep¬ 
resents the Mexican Government lit 
Naco, ha* received a message from 
Cananea stating that the authorities 
there had the situation well In hand. 

Four troops of United States cavalry 
arrived In Naco this afternoon from 
Fort Huachuca and have camped on 
the American side of the line. It Is 
said that the troops are under strict 
orders not to cross the line until per¬ 
mission has been received from both 
President Roosevelt nnd President Diaz. 

From the best Information obtainable 
the property loss at Cananea was con¬ 
fined to the destruction of a lumber 
yard, where practically was plied all 
the lumber In tho camp. Those ac¬ 
quainted with conditions In Cananea 
say that the lumber probably amounted 
In value to a quarter of a mllllora dol¬ 
lars.

Fatalities Exaggerated. 


Officials Disturbed. 


Having satisfied themselves of the 
limitations thus placed on tl\Hr liberty 
of action tho officials here were consid 
crably disturbed by a press report to 
the effect that Muj. Watts, commanding 
at Fort Huachuca* Arts *-r to 

the boundary, had answered the appeal 
of Consular Agent Galbraith and start¬ 
ed forthwith with hi# troops for Can 
anea, leaving the War Deptirtment to 
pass upon the legality and expediency 
of his action afterward.

extremely desirous to avoid any Infrac¬ 
tion of International law or any en¬ 
croachment on the soveignty of Mexico, 
therefore the telegram to Ambassador 
Thompson was framed with great care, 
particularly in the hist sentence, with a 
purpose of gently reminding the Mexi¬ 
can Government of Its own obligations 
to protect the lives and property of 
Americans living In Mexico, nnd at the 
earne time to Intimate the willingness 
of this Government to assist in sup¬ 
pressing the disorder If such assistance 
would be acceptable.

Mexico City, Juno 2.—The Govern¬ 
ment has advices from Cananea In the 
State of Ronora to the effect that the 
strike of Mexican employes against 
tho mining company's management 
was nt first perfectly pacific. The pre¬ 
text was that the Mexican employes 
were unfairly treated, and that pref¬ 
erence In pay and employment was 
given to Americans. Tho Mexloan. 
minister’s demands, it Is claimed, were 
roughly repulsed which gave rise to 
an angry feeling, and the strikers set 
Are to deposits of wood which was 
followed by an armed conflict between 
Americans and Mexicans In which 
fourteen men were killed and wound¬ 
ed on both sides. 

The Government has given orders to 
Gen. Luis Torres, commander of that 
I military zone, and to Gov. Isabel who 
are now probably on the scene of the 
conflict. A concentration of Federal 
forces was ordered »• as to stamp out 
the movement and preserve order. 
Word has been sent to arrest and duly 
punish the guilty parties and the Gov¬ 
ernment will proceed with the utmost 
vigor.

Mexican 
territory Is regarded here us pre¬ 
posterous. Arizona Is a territory of the 
United Stat/M* and no such order.

LEADS HIS 
TRUMP CARD 


Mayor To Ask For Mandamus 
Against Judge McCann. 

Court of Appeals Will Settle 
Sunday Saloon Closing. 


Gov. Beckham Pleased With 
Plan of Action. 


Saloon Men Asked To Close 
Up To-day. 


NO ARRESTS TO BE MADE. 


In determining to fllo a petition in 
the Court of Appeals, asking that a 
mandamus be l*au©d requiring Judge 
McCann to redocket and retry the Sun¬ 
day closing cases dismissed last week 
under Section 1,303, Mayor Barth and 
Judge A. E. Richards, City Attorney, 
believe they have played a trump card. 
The petition will be filed at Frankfort 
next Tuesday. A. P. Humphrey, being 
the Chief Attorney at Judge Richard's 
invitation. This plan of action meets 
with the approval of Gov. Beckham, 
who came to Louisville yesterday and 
met with Mayor Barth and other city 
Officials. 

If the Court of Appeals orders the 
case ^docketed and retired, according 
to Judge Richards, the statutes in dis¬ 
pute will have been sustained by the 
highest court of the State. It will mean 
that the constitutionality of the whole 
question will come up and be settled. 

The law Arm of Kohn. Baird and 
Spindle will represent Judge McCann 
before the Court* of Appeals, although 
Judge McCann said last night that he 
bad engaged no attorneys to represent 
him. 

In the meantime, the orders issued 
by the Board of Public Safety stand 
without amendment. Under these or¬ 
ders, the police will take the names of 
mil saloonkeepers who are open today 
as well as the names of witnesses. No 
arrests will be made or attempted. 

The saloonkeepers who are members 
©f the Mutual Protective Association 
and who are In sympathy with Its 
objects, are asked In a formal notice 
Issued by President J. C. Board man to 
obey the orders of the Mayor without 
evasion.

JUDGE M’CANN SERVED. 


Has Employed No Counsel, But oKhn, 
Baird A Spindle Wil Act For Him. 

Judge John McCann, of the City Po¬ 
lice Court, will be represented before 
the Court of Appeals by the law firm 
of Kohn, Baird A Spindle, when appli¬ 
cation Is made before It next TueeJay 
by the city of Louisville for a writ of 
mandamus compelling Judge McCann 
to redocket the cases against saloon¬ 
keepers charged with violating the 
Sunday liquor law. This announcement 
was made last night by Attorney Aaron 
Kohn, who represented the Retail 
Liquor Dealers* Mutunl Protective As¬ 
sociation and the defendant saloon¬ 
keepers In the cases resulting from 
last Sunday's closing order.

GOV. BECKHAM PLEASED. 

Mayor and Associates Take Every 
Necessary Step. 

Just to ascertain for himself what 
hod been done toward complying with 
his order of over one week ago that 
Louisville aaloons should cease to op¬ 
erate on Sunday, Gov. Beckham came 
to Louisville yesterday morning at 11 
o’clock, held a conference with Mayor 
Barth. A. E. Richards. City Attorney, 
and Judge A. P. Humphrey at the Galt 
Houae. and then returned later In the 
afternoon to Frankfort. 

The Governor was highly pleased 
with what he learned, both as to what 
has already been done by the cHy and 
county officials and as to the prospects 
for future enforcement of the Sunday 
liquor laws. He congratulated Mayor 
Barth In the highest terms with the 
effective manner In w hlch he had dealt 
with the situation and expressed the 
utmost confidence that the local au- 
thorltes are amply able to cope with 
any condition that may arise with re¬ 
spect to Sunday closing 

He was In a happy frame of mind 
when, shortly before he started to leave 
for Frankfort, he gave out the follow¬ 
ing statement: 

“After .Judge McCann's decision yes¬ 
terday, I came down this morning to 
see If I could be of any assistance 
whatever to the Mayor in the enforce¬ 
ment of the Sunday closing laws. I 
never had any doubt, nor hove 1 now 
any doubt, about the constitutionality 
of those taws, and I And after confer¬ 
ence with the Mayor. Judge Richards 
and Judge Humphrey that they did not 
need my advice or assistance, for they 
had already taken every step neces»ary 
and proper In the matter. 1 am very 
much gratified at the Mayor's success 
so far. and l have no doubt that with 


the assistance of his able counsel these 
laws will be enforced."

Approved of Mayor’s Cause. 

In talking of the conference with Gov 
Beckham. Judge Richards. City Attor¬ 
ney. Wild. 

"We went over the whole situation, 
and Gov. Beckham was fully Informed 
as to what already has been done and 
also &h to the plan for asking the 
Court of Appeals for a writ of manda¬ 
mus compelling Judge McCann to re¬ 
docket and try the -aToon cases. He 
approved heartily of the Mayor’s past 
course, and he was very strong In his 
words of iralse for the unequivocal 
stand Mayor Barth has taken.

ONLY ONE CONVICTION. 

Prosecutor Hagan Secures Trials 
Without Juries, However. 

After a spirited legal battle In Po¬ 
lice Court yesterday morning between 
Robert J. Hagan, prosecuting attorney, 
and Aaron Kohn, attorney for four sa¬ 
loon keepers about to be tried on th® 
technical charge of working on Sun¬ 
day. the former gained the point for 
which he had contended then and the 
day previous, and the cases went <o 
trial before Judge McCann Instead of 
before a Jury. Three of the four were 
acquitted nnd the other was convicted. 

On Friday Mr. Hagan mode the point 
that there was no law or reason for 
trial by Jury In such cases as were up.

Judge 
McCann held thnt the man was not 
working nnd that the porter was Justi¬ 
fied In being forced to work, as the 
cieaning up process might be Inter¬ 
preted os an act of necessity, inasmuch 
as the filth might be a menace to 
health.

skull. Pfaender fell to the pavement In 
front of 1900 Walnut street Tuesdny aft- 
temoon. striking the hack of his head. 
An examination oy the hospital surgeons 
revealed that he hud sustained a fracture 
of the skull at the base of the brain. 
Ills condition was such that an operation 
was not considered lulvlsoblo and his 
death was momentarily expected. 

"It Is marvelous," said one of the sur¬ 
geons last night. In speaking of the case, 
"iluit the man lived four days with the 
skull fractured In such a nlitce. All of 
our staff, ns well n* outside *urg<H*n* 
whom we have culled In to examine the 
man. are surprised nt the remarkable vi¬ 
tality shown by the patient. It Is one of 
those cases which occur but a few times 
In a surgeon'* career.

Senate Persists In Procras¬ 
tination. 


Senator Kittredge Fighting 
For Sea-level Plan. 


Resolution Governing Pur¬ 
chase of Supplies Passed. 


DEMOCRATS IN THE NEGATIVE. 


Washington. June 2. — [Special ] — 
Senator Kittredgo has been making 
earnest pleas for the fixing of a date 
for a vote on the bill to determine the 
type of canal, but thus far the oppo¬ 
sition has steadfastly declined naming 
a date. The South Dakotan, who leads 
the force demanding a sea-icvcl canal. 
Is confident of the support of a large 
majority of the Senate, for he has all 
the Democrats at his back and a large 
proportion of the Republicans. 

Senator Millard, leader of the minor¬ 
ity of the committee, which demands 
the lock canal, admits that he Is de¬ 
feated In the Senate, but Is none the 
less confident that a sea-level canal 
has no chance to be authorized by the 
present Congress. He Is depending upon 
the House to prevent the passage of 
any such bill, and in case that Is 
brought about there is talk of an ex¬ 
ecutive veto. 

• • • 

Senator Morgan Easily First 


Senator Morgan, of Alabama, knows 
more about the Isthmian canal than 
any other man. Some of the engineers 
may know something that Senator 
Morgan does not know, and there may 
be u number of men That have some 
information that has never been ac¬ 
quired by the Alabama Senator, but. 
taking the whole canal situation and 
Its history, there is no man who know* 
it as well, or who has read and spoken 
as much upon It as this wonderful 
man. who has devoted n quarter of a 
century to its consideration. He (loos 
not expoct to see the canal completed, 
nntl does not believe In too great haste 
In a recent report, which he alone 
made to the Senate. Mr. Morgan had 
this to say on that subject: 

• The Government has already been 
taught the lesson that *to hasten slow¬ 
ly' Is the safe, wise and true economy 
to be observed In this heavy under¬ 
taking. 

“ Making the dirt fly.* hns been the 
cry of the politicians, and It has caused 
many rash and wasteful adventures 
that have cost us heavily. That wild 
and Impatient demand has ceased until 
little or no dlrst Is flying at Ponama, but 
a sober effort Is being made to prepare 
for that enormous task. Much waste, 
delay and confusion have been caused 
by this effort to gratify public Impa¬ 
tience. and to meet the pledge of poli¬ 
ticians. and has caused unjust censure 
to fall upon the Isthmian Canal Com¬ 
mission." 

The Alnbanv* Senator could not re¬ 
frain from making references to the 
President, which are Intended to point 
out that Mr. Roosevelt likes to have hl9 
own way. He said: 

“Congress Is required to decide be¬ 
tween the opinions of several great en¬ 
gineers, who are In relentless antago¬ 
nism as to the safety of the dams and 
lock* at Gaum, or. falling to reach a 
decision at the present session, the 
President declares that he will settle 
the question by proceeding to construct 
a canal with the dam aod locks at da- 
tun. If three or four great engineers 
distrust the safety of such a dam It 
Is rush folly to adopt It unless there Is 
no other alternative. 

‘The special pressure lies in demand¬ 
ing that the Houses of Congress shall 
agree that their decision would be 
equally conclusive. In favor of locating 
a lock canal, with a dam at Gatun. If 
the disagreement should arise in conse¬ 
quence of a veto by the President of an 
act of Congress selecting a sea level 
canal, and If the two Houses should not 
be able to sustain their choice by a vote 
of two-third® of each House. 

“The Judge who renders the decree 
before Congress has heard the case 
cannot be overruled by a majority in 
both Houses. It requires an apparently 
Impossible majority of two-third* to 
reverse the ruling of the President. 

“This urgent demand of the President 
cannot be rationally Interpreted In any 
other sense than this, that \\ Is Intended 
to force Congress to a choice of plans 
that will cot. form to his predetermina¬ 
tion: nevertheless. It Is still the privilege 
of Congress at present to consider the 
merits of the question ostensibly pre¬ 
sented to them for decision In the mes¬ 
sage t>t :he President of the 19th day 
of February. 1908. at least for their 
own Justification."

The Senate proceeded early to-day 


with the consideration of the Joint res¬ 
olution declaring a policy In the pur¬ 
chase of supplies for the canal, and as 
soon os It whb laid before the Senate 
a vote was taken on Senator Mallory’s 
amendment striking out the word “ex¬ 
tortionate" as descriptive of the char¬ 
acter of domestic bids which should 
Justify resort to foreign markets In 
procuring canal supplies. It was lost 
19 to 39. 

Senators Patterson and Mallory both 
expressed regret over this action, hold¬ 
ing thnt the use of both the words "urv* 
reasonable" and “extortionate” were 
unnecessary. 

The next vote was on Senator Car¬ 
mack's substitute providing that In all 
contracts for supplies preference shall 
be given to domestic products. “The 
conditions of quality and price being 
equal." It was also rejected 17 to 39. 

Senator Teller then took the floor In 
support of the resolution os reported, 
at the same time taking occasion to 
announce his continued adherence to 
the protective system and expressing 
dissatisfaction with the course ot the 
officers of the canal In their efforts to 
Influence the type of the canal. 

“Any tariff sufficient to meet the rev¬ 
enue demands of the country is.” he 
said, “a protective tariff, and I consider 
the cry for a tariff for revenue only as 
a mere play upon word#.'* After reit¬ 
erating his often-ex pressed doubts 
about the canal meeting all the expec¬ 
tations concerning It. he made refer¬ 
ence to a recent utterance of Mr. 
Shonts In favor of great expedition In 
canal construction, saying that “If this 
high official, wiio is getting $30,000 a 
year. Is so much concerned on this 
point, I think It would be more con¬ 
sistent for him to go to the Isitipius, 
where the work Is to be done, and stay 
there."

Divergence In Views Which Threatens Disruplion In Ranks ol 
Constitutional Democrals. 


. St. Petersburg. June 2.—Two days of 
debate on the great, and burning ques¬ 
tion In Russia—the satisfaction of the 
land hunger of the peasantry—bus 
demonstrated that t ha Lower House of 
Parliament, whldh propose* to solve 
the question Irrespective of the w ishes 
of the Government, hns no long* r plain

whV*h the House laid down In Its ad- 
dresM In reply to the speech from th 
throne a divergence of views has de¬ 
veloped which threatens to split the 
ranks of the Constitutional Democratic 
majority and pounlbly wreck the party 
The Government In It* enjoyment of 
the spectacle of Its enemies fighting 
among themselves seems oblivious to 
the fact that failure to find i solution 
of the quostfoh, no matter on whose 
shoulders the responsibility falls, will 


arouse the peasantry to fury. All re¬ 
ports ugroe that the Mujiks In the In¬ 
terior ore land mud. and are thinking 
und talking of nothing else but the 
coming allotment. It U like the cry of 
Forty acres and a mule" among iho 
negroes, lifter the Civil War In the 
United Sinics. Even the door portors 
In rit. Prtersburg, who belong to »he 
peasant clans, are arranging to return

"And." Senator Hale Interrupted to 
ray. "while the Senate Is considering 
the question of the type of canal Mr. 
Shonts has been presenting one side 
of the question and in effect has given 
Instructions to the Senate." He added 
that he did not consider this “precisely 
the thing for an official to do." 

Mr. Teller responded that he had not 
been surprised and called attention to 
the fact that the chief engineer was 
pursuing a similar course In the mat¬ 
ter of advice as to the type of the canal. 

A resolution by Senator Money di¬ 
recting that in purchasing domestic ar¬ 
ticle* as canal supplies no greater price 
should be paid than is paid for sim¬ 
ilar articles when exported and sold 
abroad, wa? voted down 18 to 34. 

Senator Bacon presented an amend¬ 
ment to the same effect as that offered 
by Mr. Money and entered on argu¬ 
ment to show that $30,000,000 could be 
saved by the United State* In purchas¬ 
ing supplies for the canal In foreign 
markets. He reached this conclusion 
by estimating the toul supplies at $80,. 
000,000, und the tariff on the entire 
quantity at $30,000,000, the amount 
that could be saved by purchase 
abroad. 

Senator Morgan followed In a gen¬ 
eral speech on the canal question, con¬ 
demning the principle on which the 
resolution was based and urging that 
the contract system be adopted. He did 
not especially urge that the entire work 
should be embraced In one contract, 
but that If necessary numerous con¬ 
tracts should be entered into.

Bacon. Amendment Beaten. 


ThS Bacon amendment was then 
voted down 15 to 37. 

Amendments by Senator Mor.ey, per¬ 
mitting the purchase of American 
goods In foreign markets; by S«*nntor 
Mallory, requiring the same conditions 
in foreign and domestic purchase*, nn I 
by Senator Dolliver providing that ihe 
legislation shall not affect the purchi*c 
of dredges for which bids have already 
been asked, were voted down In suc¬ 
cession by votes of more than 2 to 1. 

At the Instance of Senator Pe*,tu* the 
resolution was so amended a* to re¬ 
quire that bkts be from responsible 
bidders. , 

Senator Bailey spoke on the gsneml 
merits of the resolution. He said that 
he would have been gratified if the 
majority party In the Senate had b*en 
found willing to follow the President In 
hi* formerly snnoum'tMl determination 
to purchase abroad If reasonable prices 
could not be secured at home, hut he 
raid that even that policy haJ not been 
followed. The present proceeding wss 
not without !t« moral effect upon the 
public mind. The Inevitable deduction 
must be that the disparity between 
American and foreign prices was so 
great that It had required a corrgres- 
ftlnnal revolution to prevent the Presi¬ 
dent from patronizing the foreign mar¬ 
kets in reeking supplies for the■canal. 
He added That while his preference 
would be favorable to supplies of do¬ 
mestic origin he would Infinitely pre¬ 
fer to pntronlre a foreigner t<» pitronhf- 
ing an American w »m* would charge h » 
countrymen more than a for* l*ncr. 

The resolution was then passed 39 
to id, a jKtrty vote, except that 8e.iator 
Teller voted with the Republicans.

RIVER TELEGRAMS. 


SPEECH DELIVERED AT DINNER 
IN WASHINGTON. 


AMERICANS LOVE RIGHT. 


Washington, June 2. —[Special.]— 
Justice John M. Harlan mad© a master¬ 
ly speech Thursday night at the tes¬ 
timonial dinner given to Justice Brown 
on the ©v© of his retirement. Among 
other good points Justice Harlan made 
the following: 

‘There l*. with large masses of our 
people, a feeling of uncertainty, wide¬ 
spread. general alarm prevails as to 
what the future has In store for our 
country. Of this no one con entertain 
any doubt Some faint-hearted per¬ 
sons fear that free government, rest¬ 
ing upon the consent of the governed, 
will prove to be a failure; that we are 
steadily drifting toward monarchy or 
toward the reign of mbb. Some think, 
or affect to think, that our civilization 
ha* become rotten to th© core, and that 
th© United States is perilously near 
an upheaval which will sweep away 
all or much that Is valuable In our pub¬ 
lic and social life. I do not share these 
gloomy forebodings as to our future. 

I am no pessimist. Th© American peo¬ 
ple are stronger to-day than they huve 
ever been. In all the sterling qualities 
of true manhood. Their standard of 
right is higher than it ever was at any 
time in our past history. Their abhor¬ 
rence of wrong and bud practices, 
whether In public or private life, among 
whatever classes, was never more 
marked than It is at this day. 

"And that explains why It is that ap¬ 
parently the entire population of tho 
United States Is In motion with the re¬ 
lentless purpose to uncover the vicious. 
Immoral acta of those who have defied 
all law or whose aim In life seems to 
have been to accomplish selflsh objects, 
without regard to the means employed 
to that end. One of the cause* of th© 
present disturbed condition of th© pop¬ 
ular mind, let me say. is the reckless 
disregard of law manifested In many 
parts of th© country. North. South. East 
and West, and the failure of courts and 
jurfM to visit condign punishment upon 
those who have trampled th© law under 
their feet, and taken no account of the 
rights of others. Lawlessness has Its 
source mainly In the neglect to enforce 
th© law without respect of persons. We 
nr© having Just now a revival of integ¬ 
rity and of right dealing in public. In 
private and business Ilf©. Let the good 
work go on. without favor to anyone,and 
It will not be long before not only th© 
atmosphere in public business and in 
private Ilf© will become clear of all that 
offends, but the public will be reft* 
sured that this great and all-powerful 
American people are equal to any 
emergency that may arise in their his 
lory."

The Senate Committee on Mliitarv 
Affairs has favorably reported the bill, 
w hlch has passed the House, authoriz¬ 
ing the Secretary of War to deliver to 
the Souther:. Historical .S«x?lcty of 
Richmond certain unidentified battle 
Hags which still remain In the pos¬ 
session of the War Department. Un¬ 
der an act of Congress passed at the 
last session th© Confederate captured 
Mags, several hundred In number, were 
returned to the State Capitals In 
cases where Identification was estab¬ 
lished. In not a few Instances the flags 
could not be located, and by the ac¬ 
tion of the Senate Committee to-day 
these flags are turned over to th© Rich¬ 
mond society. Having the unanimous 
report of the committee the bill Is ex¬ 
pected to become law before adjourn¬ 
ment.

MAN OF HIGH CHARACTER. 


Williamsburg. Ky., June 2 —[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The Hon. Reuben D. Hill* Dis¬ 
trict Attorney for the Western Ken¬ 
tucky district, died here at 10:35 o’clock 
to-nlcrht. Mr. Hill had been In lolling 
health for many months and the end 
IWax expected. 

Mr. Hill was bom In Campbell coun¬ 
ty. Tenn. His father was the Rev. Joe 
Ab. Hill, for many years a prominent 
minister of the Baptist church. When 
R. D. Hill was about ten years old his 
father moved from Campbell county, 
Tenn.. to Whitley county, Ky., and lo¬ 
cated on Marsh creek, about eighteen 
miles from here. Them the boy grew 
lntb manhood and uttended the district 
schools of the county. When about 
grown he went to Rutledge, Tenn., 
where he attended school for two years, 
paying his way out of his own earnings.

In fact Mr. Hill left his bed to at¬ 
tend the term of court. He was com¬ 
pelled to return home and again take 
to his bed. For several weeks he 
lingered without any evidence of re¬ 
cuperating. Finally his physician ad¬ 
vised him to go to Florida and spend 
the winter In the hope that the cllmaie 
and the ocean breezes might help him. 
In a short time he concluded he would 
make the trip. He went to the office 
and bade his associates farewell, telling 
them that he hoped to return In a few 
months full of vigor and able to be at 
his post once more. All in the custom¬ 
house had a feeling that they were 
biding him farewell for the last time. 

Shortly after locating In Florida for 
the winter letters came from his wife 
and himself that he was doing nicely. 
Not more than two months ago he 
wrote several personal letters to friends 
In Louisville In which he said that he 
had great hopes of fully recovering He 
wrote a day or two before leaving 
Florida that he would return to Louis¬ 
ville by way of Williamsburg, his form¬ 
er home. He said that he wonted to 
visit his daughtor and his old friends 
before coming back to Louisville. His 
friends at the customhouse were under 
the impression that he was getting bet¬ 
ter until the telegram came Thursday 
that he had taken a turn for the 
worse. This was sail news, for never 
was there a more popular man In the 
Government service In Kentucky than 
Mr. Hill.

He was fond of tell 
Ing that, he knew very little law when 
he first obtained a license to practice.

Frankfort. Ky.. June 2.—JSpeclal.]— 
The regents named by Gov. Beckham 
to take charge of the Eastern and 
Western district normal schools pro¬ 
vided by act of tbe general assembly 
at the late regular session, met here 
to-day in the Department of State Su¬ 
perintendent Fuqua and organized for 
the w'ork before them. It was deter¬ 
mined to open the schools for pupJIs 
In September next, and as this will 
require the accomplishment of much 
beforehand, the election of presidents 
for the two schools w*as gone Into to¬ 
day. Prof. R. N. Roark, of the Normal 
Department of State A. and M. (Al¬ 
lege. was chosen president of the East- 
ern district school, located at Rich¬ 
mond, and Prof. H. H. Cherry, of the 
Normal and Business College at Bowl¬ 
ing tureen. the home of the western 
school, was made Its president The 
salary of the presidents was fixed at 
*3,000 per annum each, and Superin¬ 
tendent Fuqua, who Is by virtue of his 
office, chairman of the regents, and 
the tw r o presidents were named as a 
committee to suggest salaries of the 
teachers to be employed and to recom¬ 
mend persons for the various places. 

At the meeting to-day there were 
present Regents J. W. Oammack. P. \V 
Qulnstead. J. A. Sullivan and Frol H 
Vauglmnof the eastern school anti J. W. 
Pouter, E. H. Mark, H. C. Miller and 
H K. Cole, of the western school. Mr. 
Grinstoad was elected vice president 
and Mr. Vaughan secretary of the 
eastern board, and Mr. Cole, vice presi¬ 
dent and Mr. Miller secretary of the 
western board. Garland Sledge, of 
Bawling Green, was chosen treasurer 
for the western board and R B. Turlev. 
of Richmond, treasurer for the eastern 
bfmrd. The compensation of the secre¬ 
taries was fixed at *200 yearly, and of 
the treasurers at *90 yearly. 

As the jwhool property given to the 
State by the city of Richmond has 
been out of use for several years, an 1 
needs rearing, It was deemed advis¬ 
able for the regents of that district 
to get to work as speedily as possible, 
and a meeting, to be held at Richmond, 
was called for June 12 next At this 
meeting the regents will arrange fot 
properly fitting the schools for occu¬ 
pancy In September For this purpose, 
the Store Superintendent arul Secretary 
Vaughan, of the eastern board, were 
authorized to call upon the State 
Auditor at once for *5,000, to be ex¬ 
pended In fitting the school buildings. 
This demand will settle whether or not 
the question of constitutionality of the 
act creating the normal schools Is to 
be raised by anyone. The act provides 
for expending *5,000 In equipping each 
school, and gives each *20,coo annually

'After 4 ! viewed by brother's body and 
saw those places on his arm and head 
I became satisfied that ha wa* the vic¬ 
tim of foul play.” said Miss Casey. "So 
thoroughly convinced wns J of this fact 
that 1 requested our family physician. 
Dr. J. II. O’Reilly, to \ierw the body. Ho 
discovered u number of bruises on the 
sldo and stomach. Indicating that my 
brother, after ho had been knocked down 
was kicked. He wild Mr could find no 
evidences of death from morphine pois¬ 
oning. 

"Another thing which goes to prove iny 
theory of murder Is the fact that after 
my brother was placed In the patrol 
wagon In which he was conveyed to the 
City Hospital, he regained consciousness 
for a few nvinotes ami asked for water. 
I>r. O'Reilly told rm» that had my brother 
taken morphine he* never could have re¬ 
gained consctmisnvss until after Uwt 
physicians had worked with him ” 

Mrs. J Brumtartv with whom Mr. 
Casey boarded, said yesterday that Oa*«*y 
left her boarding-house on the Monday 
preceding bis death. Ho had been out or 
work for several weeks, ami owned her 
14# for board. Before he left her home 
Monday, bo sakl he had sreured a tui¬ 
tion with the Louisville Water Company. 
Ho borrowed 12 from Mrs. Brumtoch. 
promising to druw %l/i on his first month's 
salary ami discharge his Indebtedness 
within tho next few days. 

She said Mr. Casey was a man of h!» 
word, and that she always had confidence 
In him. 

”3!)' sister Is opposed to publicity of 
any kind, and for that reason I h««dtated 
about appealing to the police in an ef¬ 
fort to brtng to Justice the murderer of 
my brother, said Miss Casey. “At Inst 
I could not restrain myself longer, anil 
decided to vlgrtt Col. Gunther.

Valuable Suggestions For Those Who Go On the 
Courier-Journal’s Tour-to-Europe. 


INDISPENSABLE ARTICLES FOR TRAVEL. 


What To Do On Board Ship and How To Get the Most 
Comfort On the Trip.

a collection of modem parables 
were to bt* written, the one about the 
wise and foolish virgins would be based 
on their preparations for a European 
tour. Half of these maidens would be 
pictured selecting the clothes and book* 
and toilet articles that they considered 
absolutely necessary for use during the 
Journey, and packing these ''absolutely 
necessary" things carefully away In 
trunks and satchels. These would be 
the foolish virgins. The wise ones 
would be relnspectlng their first selec¬ 
tion and leaving exactly nine-tenths of 
It at homo. 

The first time a man crosses the At¬ 
lantic he takes, usually, two trunks 
and four pieces of hand-baggage. He 
•tarts on his fifth trip satisfactorily 
•quipped with a cap. an overcoat, a 
change of linen, a toothbrush and n 
cake of soap. A woman's wants, of 
course, are manifold compared to 
man’s. But it cannot be Impressed loo 
forcibly upon the Courier-Journal's 
guests that, for their own sake, they 
must not burden themselves and mar 
the enjoyment of their entire Journey 
with the multitude of luggage which. 
In Europe, is the unmistakable mark of 
the greenhorn who Is Ignorant of the 
A, B. C of the art of travel. 

In regard to the care and responsi¬ 
bility for the belongings of passengers 
the railroads of Europe are still In the 
dark ages. They take admirable care of 
your life. Your trunk takes care of It¬ 
self. *fhere Is no such thtng as a "bag¬ 
gage check" In all Europe. There Is a 
process of "registration" on the con¬ 
tinent which. In tedlousness and com¬ 
plexity. Is fairly equivalent to satisfy¬ 
ing u census-taker or a tax assessor in 
this, country. The representatives of 
the Courier-Journal In active charge of 
the lour are to look after all such mat¬ 
ters. But the warning In given that. If 
•uch a task as registering twenty or 
thirty trunks were to be foisted on 
them, a train would be missed If not a 
day lost at every point of departure, 
and the tourists would, by their own 
lack of foresight, force the abandon¬ 
ment of a portion of tho tour. 

From the "Satchel Guide," one of the 
best little books of the sort ever pub¬ 
lished. the following words are quoted: 
"Trunks cannot be put aboard a train 
at the last minute ns in this country. 
• • • In Switzerland and some other 
countries, all baggage except that tak¬ 
er. Into the carriage with you must be 
weighed and paid for; and elsewhere 
It Is weighed to ascertain whether It 
exceeds the limited amount that Is free 
of charge." This amount Is one-third 
or less than the weight which Amer¬ 
ican railroads carry free. Charges for 
excess weight of luggage make up no 
•mail Item in a trip through many 
countries. 

• • • 

Some of the Annoyances. 

But this Is not the solo annoyance 
which the Courier-Journal’s guests can 
and should spare themselves. There Is 
Always much delay on the Continent 
In sorting and delivering luggngc at the 
Jbumey's end. In Switzerland, for ex¬ 
ample. the traveler Is unusually lucky 
If his trunk reaches hfs hotel on the 
•lay of his arrival. In England it Is 
recovered earlier but only by the pro¬ 
cess of rushing forward to the "lug- 
gage- van" and pointing out to your 
Futttddlzed porter your possessions be¬ 
fore anyone, deceived by a family like¬ 
ness that prevails among trunks, has 
a chance to claim your property. At 
customhouses, too, the traveler bur¬ 
dened only with hand-bnggage Is 
through the examination and on his 
way rejoicing long before the trouble 
of the one encumbered with trunks 
have begun. There are other reasons 
for traveling always |n Europe In 
"light marching ord»*r," but It Is need¬ 
less to dwell upon them If the guests 
of the Courier-Journal are not already 
convinced that they will rise up and 
call the Courier-Journal blessed fur 
persuading them to be rid of the lu- 
cubus of trunks. 

To neglect the necessaries would be 
•s grave an error. Should a Mugl^ 
member of the party have nt» hour's 
discomfort by reason of such negli¬ 
gence, Jt will not bo because of lack of 
proper advice. In the warmth of a 
Kentucky June It Is difficult to believe 
In the constant need of winter tvear In 
the mid-Atlantic. Knowing that It Is 
needed, and knowing that It would be 
difficult to crowd all Into "hand-bag- 
gage." the Courier-Journal hits ar¬ 
ranged to have a smalt steamer 
trunk, preferably a large suit case, 
for eacl^ member of tho party 
who has such a trunk or case 
•hipped from Glasgow to Am¬ 
sterdam or Antwerp. «o teat the 
heavy clothing and all other article* 
needed only during the voyage will not 
serve as lmi>edlmem* during the r»- 
ynalndor of the tour. Besides this small, 
flat trunk, built always low enough to 
slip underneath the cabin berth or else 
dumped remorselessly into tho ship’s 
hold, and never seen by the owner. 
Crowd nil rise Into n handbag and a 
large suitcase, or holdall. What pur¬ 
chases may be made will be deferred 
wisely until as nearly as possible tho 
time for the return, and, whenever 
made, can be placed always In an extra 
bng (or trunk, if need be) bought 
cheaply, and saving ten times its coat 
In saving the annoyance caused by 
needless luggage brought from home.

What To Take From Home. 


other side of the ocean, she adds. "If 
you are really going abroad for a sea¬ 
son of travel, take almost nothing . . . 
It is as well to start with but one dress 
besides the out* you wear on th® gi 
er—anything you chance to have; a 
black alpaca, or half-worn black tdlk. 
Is very serviceable. When you reach 
Paris, circumstances and the season 
will govern your purchases; and this 
same dress will he almost a necessity 
for constant railway Journey*, ralny- 
day sight-seeing, and mule-riding In 
Switzerland. A little care and brush¬ 
ing. fresh linen, and a pretty French 
tie will make It presentable—If !lot 
marc—at any hotel dinner-table."

Two Good Lists. 

To the masculine mind all this seems 
wise counsel, but further counsel Is 
not tacking, and two wise women have 
already come to the aid of the Courier- 
Journal in this serious problem. Thir 
advice has already been printed; but 
It Is too good not to be repeated. The 
Ideas of one are given briefly, as fol¬ 
low*: 

One pjyllsb hat. 

One stylish coat-suit. 

Two or three dark waists to match 
coat-suit.

Pins, brush, comb, three towel*. 

Steamer trunk. 

Telescope or suit case to carry your 
br.ggnge on the continent. 

The advice of the second excellent 
counselor is as follow’s. 

"Each time the thoroughly experi¬ 
enced traveler prepares to cros 3 the 
ocean the number of piece* of baggage 
taken into the stateroom grows beauti¬ 
fully less. The steamer trunk, deemed 
indispensable by the novice, is some¬ 
times not opened by the voyager twice 
during the entire croavlng. Instead of 
a trunk use a good handbag and a size¬ 
able hold-all. Supplement these with 
cither a very small fiat wicker trunk or 
a drees-sult case made of basket, which 
will be very light. This can he pro¬ 
cured at any department store for $5 
to $#. At such n time a woman should 
have the most sensible clothing possi¬ 
ble for her sex. For outer garments 
fake: 

"One neat, plain tailor suit of heavy 
cloth. 

"Four shirt waists, flannel or eilk. 

"A woolen knitted sweater. 

"A light woolen wrapper for the bath. 

"A pair of woolen slippers. 

"A pair of shoes with rubber soles 
or heels. 

"A pretty dressy bodice for dinner. 

"Raincoat. 

••Extra heavy Jacket. 

"Soft Tam O’Shanter. 

”Pncking the handbag requires 
thought. Combs, brushes, tooth pow¬ 
der, should be supplemented by plenty 
of hairpins, a small-nixed cushion well 
filled with pin*, and a well-stockel but 
compact little sewing case. Reduce all 
vials to the smallest possible number. 
Plain esu de cologne, toilet vinegar or 
smelling salts are the only scents en¬ 
durable In the atmosphere of the *hlp. 
These, with powder, cold cream In 
cases, and the essential drugs on which 
the traveler may rer* should bo put 
Into the glass bottles of a leather-bound 
medicine case. By placing the necessa¬ 
ries In the handbag It is easy when 
lying In the berth to avoid a great 
deal of trouble." 

• • • 

Pertinent Facta To Remember. 

Now let each of the Courier-Journal's 
guests remember that the advice of 
Miss Trafton, and to a certain extent, 
that of the others, is based upon a 
tour of three to plx months. Let them 
understand that the three lists ure of¬ 
fered. not to be followed In detail, but 
as suggestions for a satisfactory arid 
sensible wardrobe. And finally, let 
each remember a few pertinent facts. 
Tnc raincoat Is a necessity. Chance 
favor? alw-ays a misty day In Scotland 
and Holland, and a drizzle. If not a 
fog, in London arid all thc*e wetnesses 
soak to one’s soul as the fiercest Ken¬ 
tucky thunderstorm does not. The cap 
or hood or tam o’shnnter is a necessity. 
Nothing with a brim will gay on the 
head while on the steamer. Something 
that will serve for evening dress Is a 
necessity only If one wishes to occu¬ 
py the expensive seats at the theater 
or opera in London or Pnrl*. Shoes ure 
a necesfHty—there is not a good shoe 
In Europe except those exported from 
this country, nrnl. as much walking 
will be done, the rubber heel or sole 
will save much weariness. Carry your 
own soap on the Continent, und buy 
this and nearly all the other articles 
named cheaper abroad than at home. 
Bother with no passport a The ex¬ 
pense Ip a few dollars, end, guided 
as this party will be. it will be money 
thrown away. Buy or take with you a 
rug or wooleb carriage robe, but let 
no "old traveler" tempt you Into buy¬ 
ing a steamer chair. Th* Courier-Jour¬ 
nal win rent those from the deck-stew¬ 
ard for you. For a final word, when In 
doubt about taking anything, leave it 
at h«»mo. and you find thut after all 
you have taken a dozen things that you 
might have needed but did not.

On Board Ship. 


As for what to take for wear at * rt a 
or on shore, man. no matter how ex¬ 
perienced n traveler, must seek femin¬ 
ine counsel before he presumes to dic¬ 
tate Miss Trafton. In her delightful 
little book. "An American Girl Abroad," 
•peaking ns ohe with knowledge, is pre¬ 
sented a* the writer’s spokeswoman; 

"Take a double gow n or woolen wrap¬ 
per. in which you may i»l*-ep; flannels, 
even though you emss the ocean In 
rummer; merino stockings; warm 
glov% or mittens: as pretty a ho<>d n* 
you please, only be sure that It covers 
the back of your head, since you will 
Ignore* nil running craft of halr-dress- 
Ing for a few days at least, and »*ven 
after you arc wall enough to appear 
at the table, perhaps. Bear In mind 
that the Nig them Atlantic Is horribly 
open to the wind at all seasons of the 
year; that you will live on deck when 
not In your berth or nt your meals; and 
that the deck of *tn ocean steamer par¬ 
takes of the nature of a whirlwind Fur 
Is by no means out of place, nml skirls 
should be ruffiiiently heavy to defy the 
gales, which convert everything into a 
sail. Take as many wraps us you 
choose, and then you wvlll wish you 
had one more. A large shiwi. or. bet¬ 
ter. a carriage robe, is Indispensable, 
•s you will very likely be rolled up 
like a cocoon much of the time. . . 

By all means avoid elaborate fasten¬ 
ings to garments A multiplicity nf un¬ 
manageable 'hiH>kft and ey**' Is untold 
torment it sea. And Wt the*- gar¬ 
ments be few but warm. You will ap¬ 
preciate the wisdom of this suggestion 
when you have accomplished th« her¬ 
culean task of making y.«ur first state- 
mom toilet." 

With regard to the wardrobe for tho 


Once on board the "Columbia." at 
the New York dock, the first impression 
will be that of stifling heat, especially 
below decks. Take the first opportu¬ 
nity of settling yourself in your cab¬ 
ins and »haring N the task with the 
roommate of arranging all belongings 
t«» the best comfort of both. See the 
bath maid and arrange your hour for 
your bath. The same attendants wJJI 
be yours throughout the voyage—your 
'waiter, your c ibin-mnid. the deck- 
steward and the "boots." All will ex¬ 
pect nt:d will deserve a gratuity. The 
usual tip to the cabin-maid and waiter 
Is not less than $ 2 . 00 . Your plaice 
at table is assigned by the purser; and 
It rnny be *ell to remember that the 
purser Is about the most desirable ac¬ 
quaintance to h 3 ve nnumjt the officers. 
The captain Is the amoernt. and the 
surgeon Is usually highly ornamentnl, 
hut the friend of the pureer is the most 
comfortable person on board ship. 

• • • 

Sea-Sickness. 

There Is no comfort, however, for the 
seasick voyager. In the ship or In the 
heavens above the ship or the water* 
under the ship. Ther»» l* po ne*d to 
describe this scourge. It if not danger¬ 
ous. The suffering Is not serious to 
anybody but the sufferer; but to hltn 
or her It In about seven times wore? 
thin the torture in Dante’s seventh 
hell. Nor will any attempt !>e made to 
proscribe a prevention or a cure. If the 
writer knew one. he would not h* 
writing hut enjoying n multl-mllllon- 
alre’s Income. Having crowed the 
ocean frequently without hiving b- n 
seasick, he venture* a f°w suggestion* 
merely because he has been fortunate 
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enough to profit by thorn, and not be- ; 
cause he deludes himself Into thinking 
that they will be efficacious *** a rule. 

Indigestion unquestionably originates 
many ens^n of seasIckneF*. Biliousness 
and mat-de-mer nre close allies. For 
u week before tho departure, proper 
liver medicine should be taken. 4*rce , 
on board, the sea air stimulates the ap¬ 
petite, and over-entlng when one can 
take little exercise cause* dyspepsia 
and headache, and seasickness surely 
follow*. But first, last and nil the 
time, the secret of fighting seasickness i 
I* to keep on deck. Th*' natural 1 m- , 
pulse is to seek the seclusion of on?'s | 
cabin nt the first qualm and there re¬ 
main until thoroughly at ease and pre¬ 
sentable. The miin or woman w ho hes¬ 
itates 1 * lost. 

Make for the deck chair and slay 
there and stay there and starve; stay 
there If you think you nre dying and 
wish you were if it would only end 
quickly; stay there wrapped up like a 
cocoon and staring blankly at the sky: 
have yourself carried there in the I 
morning and carried to bed nt night If 
necessary*, but—stay on deck! And. 
before the ship’s bell* have rung out 
two days of the roughest weather, you 
will he laughing at the poor sufferers [ 
below, while you walk the deck In the 
nin&ing breeze which invigorates as 
doe* nothing else on enrth. 

Watching the sky rnther than the 
ever moving water I* good; taking cof¬ 
fee, tea or chocolate before rising I* 
good; champagne save* some victims, 
and aerated waters and other tonics 
help others. But simple, old-fashioned 
physic before sailing «nd fresh air nt 
every moment possible while at sea are 
the only real remedies that apply to 
all. 

One little hint should not be omit¬ 
ted. One must have been so far away 
to understand the wnse of loneliness 
that 1* relieved In no other way as by 
the opening of a lette-vfrom home. Your 
letters will be eherlSRed; but not as 
you will cherish the ones received by 
you In a far-off city, where the finest 
old unreconstructed Confederate of 
your acquaintance would yell like a 
delirious dervish at ihe sight of the 
stare and stripe*. Warn the people at 
home, therefore, to write on thin pa¬ 
per and prepay the five cents postage; 
leave the Itinerary with them which 
shows w’here you will be on each given 
date; let them write fully ttvo week* 
ahead, and address always "with the 
Courier-Journal party, irt care of 
Thomas Cook (fc Son," and eAch letter 
will reach you safe And In due time.

A demurrer wus sustained by Judge 
Fa mud B. Kirby to the injunction suit 
of Louis Kirch and others suing as tax¬ 
payers, In which they denied the corpo¬ 
rate existence of the Louisville Water 
Company, and questioned the validity 
of the act of March C, 1806. which places 
the property of the company In the 
hnnda of a Water Board. In holding 
that the plaintiffs had no right to main¬ 
tain tho action the Chancellor did not 
touch upon the questions raised by 
them. 

He ruled that the forfeiture of a 
charter of a corporation cannot be set 
up collaterally by private individuals 
or other corporations or even the State, 
for the pqrpnse of attacking the right 
of the corporation to exercise the pow¬ 
ers and franchise conferred upon It by 
its charter. Until a suit has been 
brought by the Commonwealth against 
the corporation, td have the fortelture 
adjudged, and it is to adjudged, the 
forfeiture by the corporation of Its 
charter Is not subject to collateral In¬ 
quiry. 

It was declared further that the Sink¬ 
ing Fund Commissioners held nil the 
Water Company stack, and that they 
doubtless could question the validity of 
the act of 1996. but that certainly no 
Individual, who Is not a creditor or a 
stockholder, can question it. 

Judge Expresses Suspicion. 

Though Judge Shackelford Miller 
stated that he suspected that there had 
been collusion employed Iti the conduct 
of the divorce suit of George A. Toy 
lor against Annie Belle T. Taylor, he 
declared that the attorneys had made 
It "bomb proof/* and therefore he whs 
obliged to grant It. A so-called "cooked 
up" divorce case cannot be granted un¬ 
der the statute, but from the record lit 
the Taylor case there wus no proof that 
such was Its condition. The defendant 
herself did not appear by counsel, but 
signed her own name to an agreement 
by which she waived all formalities Its 
the way of a submission for llna! Judg¬ 
ment. They were married July 24, 1902, 
and lived together until the following 
December. Abandonment was charged.

County Sur¬ 
veyor. to the office of County Engineer 
nt a salary of 33.600 a year. Haretof* r * 
Mr. Young, ae County Surveyor, out¬ 
lined the work on the couqty mads 
Just as John Dyler, the new supervisor 
now does. For this work he wus paid 
a commission on the amount expended. 
After exercising Its authority to elect 
a supervisor the court determined to 
place the mail surveying duties In 
Mr Yeung’s hands and remunerate him 
with a salary. Mr. Bingham says that 
the board has exceeded Its authority. 

Davis Accepts Sentence. 

George Thomus Davit, colored, who 
was given two years In the peniten¬ 
tiary on the charge of killing Thomas 
A. Hendricks nenr Floyd and Market 
streets last February, was sentenced 
yesterday In the Criminal Court. The 
defendant decided not to take an ap¬ 
peal, but to serve hl« time. William 
Childers, the white man, who was ac- 
causrd of being partially responsible 
for the killing by telling the n**gro to 
stand up for his rights, was dismissed 
on peremptory Instructions by Judge 
Pryor. _

WIFE OF NEGRO BLOOD. 


HUSBAND SUES FOR DIVORCE 
ON THIg GROUND. 


Defendant’s Lawyer Says She It An 
Octoroon and Therefore Not 
a Negro. 


The divorce suit of Frans B. RJngs- 
wald, who says thut his wife Is a negro, 
has raised Interesting questions of law 
In the case which Is pending In Judge 
Miller's court. Rlngsrwald was first 
married to the woman In 1895, and In 
1899 sued her for divorce, charging that 
he had Just discovered that she had ne- 
gro blood In her veins. He did not press 
the action, however, and the wife g*n n 
divorce on a counter claim charging 
cruelty. They were married again In 
1902. and lived together amicably until 
recently, when Rlngswald once more 
broifght suit for divorce. Once more lie 
sets up the plea that he hu* Just dis¬ 
covered that his wife has negro bio >d 
In her veins, and for this reason wants 
a divorce. 

He mnkvs this contention under ti e 
statute which makes void marriages be¬ 
tween white people and negroes or mu¬ 
latto's. It Is denied by Al M. Marret. 
counsel for the woman, that she I* 
either a negro * r mulatto In the con¬ 
templation of the statute. A negro, he 


fuys. must be of full African blood, ond 
a mulatto must bo the offspring of a 
white person and a negro. Therefore, 
he says, his client cannot be consid¬ 
ered either, and that her marriage Is 
valid with Rlngswalil. In this he re¬ 
lbs upon Bouvler’s definition of a ne¬ 
gro, which siys that a negro Is a black 
man, and that It has been distinctly 
held that the term doe* not include a 
mulatto. The defendant Is either a 
quadroon or an octoroon. It Is not cer¬ 
tain which, and her attorney says that 
therefore she cannot be classed as a ne¬ 
gro or even a mulatto. 

However, the Standard Dictionary 
gives the definition of a negro n» being 
a person with one-sixteenth or more of 
African blood. 

Judge Miller denied the defendant s 
motion for temporary alimony, requir¬ 
ing her to answer to the plaintiff’s peti¬ 
tion. _ _

Miter’s 
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Sound Advice To the Negro. 
‘After his address at Portsmouth. Va.. 
on Decoration Pay. President Roose¬ 
velt delivered another In the afternoon 
to the students at Hampton Institute, 
a noted Institution for the education 
of negroes of both sexes. It was an 
off-hand address, dealing practically 
with tho question of education In the 
abstract, while particularly emphasiz¬ 
ing its value In ameliorating the condi¬ 
tion of the colored man and woman. 
He first pointed out the value of a 
school in making them better men and 
women as pre-eminently in the Interest 
of the white man. 'There Is nothing,” 
he said, “that can be done better for 
the white man who Is to live side by 
aide with the colored man than to train 
the colored man up to be a good citi¬ 
zen. The good man. who Is a white 
man. by his presence is a benefit to 
every colored man In the community, 
and the safety of the white man is in 
having the colored man grow' to be 
a good and decent umn.” 

These are undoubtedly sound funda¬ 
mental propositions, and from them the 
President proceeded to show that, from 
the standpoint of the white man, tho 
safest and best thing that can happen 
Is to have tho colored people around 
him become thrifty. Industrious home¬ 
makers and home-keepers, and that It 
wns tho aim of the Hampton Institute 
In |ls training to bring about such re¬ 
sults, In the same way he showed 
that from the standpoint of the col¬ 
ored man the only real way to help 
Mm Is to help him to help himself, 
•’The colored man,” said ho. “who helps 
his race most Is he wno helps teach 
the members of his race how to con¬ 
duct themselves with self-respect — to be 
hard-working. Intelligent, law-abiding 
citizens.” And again, "No race, no 
nationality ever raises itself by the 
exhibition of genius In a few men; 
what counts is character, the character 
of the average man and average wom¬ 
an. If we can develop in the average 
colored citizen those qualities of char¬ 
acter, of courage, of truthfulness, of 
sense of obligation, of willingness to 
work, of desire to behave decently to¬ 
ward those about you we have taken 
the longest and moat effective step to¬ 
ward securing for tho people of your 
race their own self-respect and the 
respect of others, which will follow 
inevitably In the training of self- 
respect.” 

These are wise ethical principles, 
worthy of being well taken to heart 
by both races. While thoroughly sound 
in the abstract, they have a practical 
force In the solution of the difficult 
race problem with which both sections 
of the country alike have to deal. The 
Held of abstract discussion and mere 
theoretlcu! philosophising has been 
quite exhausted. What is needed Is 
proper uttoqtlon to the practical ideas 
prescribed by the President, to which 
due consideration should be given 
by both races, for whose mutual 
benefit they are presented. Ho cites 
the fact that out of 0,000 graduates of 
the Hampton School, but two have a 
criminal record, as a sufficient answer 
to those who say that no good will 
come from educating the race, and ns 
confirmation of the truth that tho real 
hope for the negro, as for the while 
nmn. Is In education. 

As far as tho education of the n«:gio 
Is concerned, the South Is fully alive 
to lis Importance. In Kentucky, th* 
common school system was extended to 
include the negro not a great while 
after tho war, through no extraneous 
Influences, but by an uqtrammeled peo¬ 
ple of whom the Southern element war 
uppermost. Their share of the srhoo 
fund per capita Is tho same os :h, 
whites.’ whllo In the Southern State- 
generally, though begun later, the 
education of the negro is well provide 
for. 

In another lines, tho lv | 
•uggestionc of equul practical Interest 


to his audience, worthy of being 
j heeded by the colored race everywhere. 
This was In relation to the increasing 
tendency of the negro to leave tho agri¬ 
cultural sections and Iwronte congested 
In cities. He recognizes the mistake 
thus made as a mere Imitation of the 
white race 

"Never,” he says, “In the past has 
any nation been permanently great 
when the city population has been 
enormous In size In comparison with 
the country population, for the country 
folk, the people of the farm*, can pre¬ 
serve certain qualities which theme who 
dwell In large cities tend to lose.” 

He therefore advises them to stay 
In the country rather than flock to the 
cities, and to tako up the work on the 
farms with the view of owning them. 
Sound, practical advice, worthy to be 
folio wed. 

This recalls some of Mr. Jefferson’s 
views on the same subject. In a let¬ 
ter to Washington while In France, In 
1787, he said: 

“Tho moderate and sure Income of 
husbandry .begets permanent quiet life 
and orderly conduct, both public and 
private.” And, again, to Madison, in 
the same year, he wrote: “When we get 
piled upon one another In large cities, 
as In Europe, we shall be ns corrupt as 
they are In Europe.” 

In another letter to James Blair he 
speaks of agriculture as the surest 
road to affluence. His most pronounced 
sentiment on the subject, of which the 
President’s words ore very like a 
paraphrase. Is in a letter written to 
Benjamin Rush, in 1800. In which he 
says: 

“I view great cities as pestilential to 
the morals, the health and the liberties 
of man. True, they nourish some of 
the elegant arts, but the useful ones 
can thrive elsewhere, and loss perfec¬ 
tion In tho others with more health, 
virtue and freedom would be my 
choice.” 


The New Morality. 

The recent Investigations of wrong¬ 
doing In various branches of business, 
the actual punlsnment of a few, the 
possible punishment which may over¬ 
take others, have profoundly impressed 
many observers of current events. They 
Insist that a new business morality Is 
now promulgated; that we have reached 
a great epoch; and that the regenera¬ 
tion of humanity Is nigh. 

Tho optimist Is & much more agree¬ 
able companion than the pessimist. He 
who sees good In everything and speaks 
words of peace and hope la listened to 
w ith much more pleasure than the Cas¬ 
sandra* who tell of nothing but ruin in 
the present and worse to come. There 
have been times in the world’s history 
when the people have lost money and a 
great/nany other things of value by re¬ 
fusing to listen to the Cassandra*, but 
for all that they are resolved to take 
the risk, and open their ears all the 
more willingly to those who predict 
what they like to expect. For. after 
all. the optimists have rather the better 
of the argument. There Is no doubt 
that on the whole the world Is growing 
better, and that the lot of mankind. Is 
easier than It was centuries ago. We 
cannot wear the armor of our heroic 
forbears, alleged to he giants In stature 
as well ns In achievement, because it 
is too small. Men live longer, accomplish 
more, enjoy more than they formerly 
did. The Individual must wither, but 
It Is not an Idle fancy that "the world is 
more and more.” 

It Is possible, however, to carry op¬ 
timism to an extreme. We are get¬ 
ting on higher ground, no doubt. but 
the progress Is still slow. There are 
a great many things done that ought 
not to be done, and he who thinks 
they will Immediately coAse has not 
studied the philosophy of history to 
advantage. rf<>epcrlty has Its perils, 
as well as adversity. The men who 
cannot stand prosperity may seem few, 
but that Is due In a measure to the 
circumstance that the number of really 
prosperous persons Is comparatively 
limited. 

The revelations of business Immor¬ 
ality which have shocked eo many are 
not due to an increase in virtue, but 
to an increase in knowledge. The men 
who hnd abused the confidence that was 
reposed in them quarreled, as is not 
uncommon, over a division of the 
spoils, and many awkward facts 
came to light. Some of the offenders 
were put out. and replaced by others 
whose future U still uncertain, but 
whose past Is not reassuring. The ma¬ 
jority of the inculpated arc still strug¬ 
gling to hold on under various pre¬ 
tenses. It Is not yet clear that they 
will lose their places now that their 
successors, if they have successors, 
will do what Is expected of them. 
Those who think that the ax Is now 
laid at the root of the tree, and that 
nil that bring forth evil fruit will be 
cut down, are liable to find that they 
have been too sanguine. It is well to 
have the light turned Into the dark 
places, but It is well ulso to remember 
that‘this Is only the beginning of the 
struggle. It la necessary, not only ade¬ 
quately to deal with those on whom the 
light has shone, but to keep the same 
fierce light .beating on their succ^ssors. 
U la a mistake to think that the rev¬ 
elations themselves mean the inaugu¬ 
ration of a new era In human affairs. 
Such exposures have of:en taken place 
before, and after a brief time have 
been forgotten. 

We huve no such morality, and we 
need none. The tyrant offered a re¬ 
ward for a new pleasure, but Byron 
thought that the old uru good enough, 
“so they but hold.” By parity of rea¬ 
soning. the old morality is good enough 
If it be but observed. “Thou ©halt not 
steal,” when announced amid the thun¬ 
ders of Sinai, was not a naw morality, 
It simply received a divine sanction. 
Humanly it was the law before divine¬ 
ly. and It will always be the law. \\> 
ire busying ourselves now In reoklnc 
out devices to show that certain me:: 
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In high places have not been guilty of | titular case: viz. where the appea 
larceny or of receiving stolen goods, 
but there Is nothing new about th's. 


It Ik, in fact, an old story. Nearly two 
thousand years ago these words were 
written by the Apostle James: 

“My brethren have not the faith of our 
I»rd J.sus Christ with n-speefc to per¬ 
sons. For If there came into your as¬ 
sembly a man with a gold ring, in goodly 
apjAir^l. and there came In nJiti a man In 
vlio raiment; und ye have respect to him 
Hint Wcareth the gay clothing, and fc;»y 
unto him: Sit thou Iter* In a good pin''©; 
and say to the poor: Stand thou here, or 
sit here und**r my footstool. Are ye not 
partial among yourselves and have be¬ 
come the Judges of evil thoughts?” 

The morality of to-day ia not new. 
and the attempt to make distinctions 
in Its observance Is aiso not novel. 
Thcor* tioally nil are equally bound to 
observe the moral law, practically, the 
same false distinctions are at ill Intro¬ 
duced to Justify certain favored class© i. 
It Is no crime to be rich, but rich and 
poor are alike liable to commit crime, 
and they should be held to the same 
rigid accountability. We need no new 
morality, but wc do n©«*d a public senti¬ 
ment that will hold all equally account¬ 
able. We need to abolish the whole sys¬ 
tem of favoritism by which certain 
persons who have committed crimes t:i 
the name of patriotism shall be male 
to account for the breaches of the mor¬ 
al law of which they are unquestion¬ 
ably guilty. The abolition of favoritism 
will go far, but it Is all the more de¬ 
sirable on that account. 

Psychology and Sudden Death. 

A young man who had a narrow es¬ 
cape from death In a railroad wreck 
In this city one day last week gave an 
account of his experience that furnisher 
food for the alienist and the student 
of peycology. Tho crash came sud¬ 
denly. Instantly he beheld the destruc¬ 
tion of Ufe all about him. He saw the 
body of a friend with whom he had 
been talking squeezed and broken. 
Blood was splashed In all directions. 
.Splinters were flying about. Groans 
tilled the air. Death, swift, violent and 
terrible, was striking blows and stood 
ready to fell him. In a moment. In tho 
twinkling of an eye the traveler’s peace 
and security had been changed Into a 
hell of horrors. 

Now. the person who guewiel accord¬ 
ing to logic and took no account of the 
trick* of the mind would venture th • 
opinion that the railroad passenger, 
surrounded by such scenes and con¬ 
fronted by such perils, hud one of two 
Impulses: First, to save himself; sec¬ 
ond, to save others. And the the^rlztr 
would have illustrated by the guess 
Just ho tv little such a thing as logic 
figures in the avorage human mind In 
moments like the one described, for the 
passenger alluded to had an Impulse 
of a totally different sort. His first 
thought, and It flooded Into his mind 
Instantly, was to save a dress which 
was In his gTlp. To preservo It from 
destruction and present it to a little 
niece for whom It was Intended—that 
was the overwhelming Idea. It domin¬ 
ated and possessed him. The frock that 
lay tucked away In his grip was to 
him In this moment of terror the 
greatest thing In the world. He did 
not think of his own life or of the 
lives of others f«»r that brief interval; 
what were they compared to that 
precious garment? Later on, a second 
later on, might come the Instinct of 
self-preservation and concern for the 
safety of felloiv humans, but for that 
instant his mind clutched at another 
matter altogether. 

Nobody can possihly foretell what 
any certain person will do or think of 
when brought face to face with sud¬ 
den death. The most Illogical thing 
to do la to employ logic # ln trying to 
form a prediction. Nobody could have 
reasoned it nut that in the case under 
consideration the passenger would think 
first of all of a dress packed away in 
his grip. Yet nothing could have been 
more natural for him to do than tho 
very thing ho diet. Had he done or 
thought expected and conventional 
things he would have been apparently 
unnatural. As It was, he succeeded un¬ 
consciously In offering psychology a 
fascinating theme for atudy. Just as he 
gave the newspaper reader a thrilling 
and splendid description and analysis 
of his thoughts and feelings before he 
lost consciousness from his Injuries and 
anxieties. 

Psychology would gain some inter¬ 
esting facts if the persons present 
when the dynamite bomb exploded un¬ 
der Alfonso’s coach Thursday could 
give detailed statements and analysis 
of their thoughts and feelings. tVhat 
strange, gmtosque thoughts must have 
flashed Into some of those minds! 
Doubtless many of them had no espe¬ 
cially relevancy to the catastrophe It¬ 
self. Especially might a record of the 
young King's mentnl activity on the 
Instant be absorbing. 

In Ht* brilliant essay on suddtn 
death Pe Qulncey, after pointing out 
the contrast lying In Julius Caesar’s 
expressed preference of sudden death 
and the church IlLiny’s prayer that the 
Lord deliver us from "battle, murder 
and sudden death.” proceeds to say 
that sudden death, as a mere variety 
in the modes of dying where? death In 
some shape Is inevitable, propose*, a 
question of choice which, equally in 
the Roman and the Christian sense, 
will be variously answered according 
to each man’s variety of temperament. 
“Meantime,” he continues, “one aspect 
of suddi-n death there la. one modifica¬ 
tion. upon which no doubt can urlse. 
that of all martyrdoms it is the moist 
agitating—viz., where It surprises n 
man under circumstances which offer 
(or which som to offer) some hurry¬ 
ing. flying. Inappreciably minute chance 
of evading It. Sudden as the danger 
which it affronts must bo any effort 
by which such an evasion can bo ac¬ 
complished. Even that, even the sick¬ 
ening necessity for hurrying In ex¬ 
tremity where all hurry seems destined 
to be vain—even that anguish Is liable 
to a hideous exasperation In one Par¬ 


is made not exclusively to the Instinct 
of self-preservation, but to the con¬ 
science on behalf of some other lift* 
besides your own, acridetrtuity thrown 
upon your protection. To fall, to col¬ 
lapse in a service merely your own 
might seem comparatively venial, 
though, in fact. It is far from venlat 
But to fall In a case w here Providence 
has suddenly thrown Into your hands 
the fin il interests of another —a fellow 
creature shuddering between the gates 
of life and death. • • • You are called 
upon, by the case supposed, possibly 
to die, but to die at the very moment 
when, by any even partial failure or 
effeminate collapse of your energies, 
you will be self-denounced as a mur¬ 
derer. You had but the twinkling of 
an eye for your efTort. and that effort 
might have been unavailing, but to 
have risen to the level of such an effort 
would have rescue J you. though not 
from dying, yet from dying as a traitor 
to your farewell duty.” 

De Qulncey illustrated this with a 
dramatic account of a collision between 
I*, heavy, fast-flying English mall coach 
and a light vehicle In which rode two 
lovers. The crash was at nn abrupt 
bend in the road, and It was In the 
darkness preceding dawn. Dc Qulnc«y 
was on the mail-coach. A hair’s 
breadth would have prevented the ac¬ 
cident. 

“The little cany carriage-partly, per¬ 
haps, frrm the violent torsion of the 
wheels In Its recent movement, partly 
from the thundering blow wc had given 
to It—as If It sympathized with human 
horror, wns nil alive with tremblings and* 
slilvi*rtngs. The young man trembled not, 
nor shivered. He sat like a rc» k. But hla 
was the steadiness of agitation frozen Into 
roat by horror. As yet he glared not to 
look round, for he knew that, if any¬ 
thing remained to do, by him it could no 
longer be done. And as yet ho knew not 
for certain If their rarely tvero accom¬ 
plished. Rut the lady- 

“But the lady-! Oh, heavens! will that 

spectacle over depart from my dreams, a* 
she rose and sank upon her seat, sank 
and rose, threw* up her arms wildly to 
heaven, clutched at some visionary object 
In the air. fainting, praying, raving, 
despairing? • • • From the silence and 
deep peace of this saintly summer night— 
from the pathetic blending of this sweet 
moonlight, dawnllght, dreamllght—from 
the manly tenderness of this nattering, 
whispering, murmuring love—suddenly as 
from tho woods and fields—suddenly as 
from the chaml^rs of the air opening In 
revelation—suddenly as from the ground 
ynwntng at her feet, leaped upon her, with 
the flashing of cataracts. Death the 
crowned phantom, with all the equipage 
of his terrors and the tiger roar of his 
voice.” 

What were the thoughts of Alfonso 
that day when sudden death loomed 
like* a flash before him and the bride 
who sat at his side? 

Beginning Far Back. 

It l» worthy of refhark that the Rev. 
Walter William Skeat. profejug>r of 
Anglo-Saxon in Cambridge University, 
is willing to admit that the history of 
our language Is belter known in Amer¬ 
ica than In England, and that it would 
not be Inappropriate for America to 
take the lead In reforming the spell¬ 
ing of English. 

Prof Skeni la no doubt right in this, 
and we are under obligation to an Eng¬ 
lishman who is willing to do us Justice. 
Though there Jtaa been a great rap¬ 
prochement between, England and 
America In political matters, the Eng¬ 
lish are still Inclined to look upon us 
as outside barbarian* in matters per¬ 
taining to language and letters. Not 
many of them are yet aware that the 
best English is spoken ln ? Louisville, 
though a very few have admitted It. 

But Prof. Skeat goes further and 
says that the best kind of reform 
w'ould bo that in which tho symbols 
employed would represent the sounds 
of spoken Latin in the Augustlan 
ago. We Incline to think that this is 
going further hack than the majority 
of either English or Americans would 
care to go. The pronunciation of the 
Latin language In the Augustlan age 
Is lost. Very strenuous ellorts have 
been made to restore It, and the so- 
called Roman method of pronunciation 
is taught In many American schools. 
It Is to be observed, however, that 
scholars differ In some respects among 
themselves as to what was the real 
pronunciation, and it la certainly not 
desirable to precipitate this discussion 
among the unlearned. Tho Introduc¬ 
tion of the Roman pronunciation of 
Latin In English schools, which Prof. 
Skeat recommends, would probably be 
well, but w*e cannot see that this would 
have any particular bearing on Eng¬ 
lish spelling. When we speak Latin 
we may learn to say Klkoro, but wo 
shall'never say It w-hen we speak Eng¬ 
lish. 

A few days ago the world was im¬ 
pressed by the spectacle of the Spanish 
Minister In Havana, as dean of the 
Diplomatic Corps, offering the warmest 
congratulations to the President of 
Cuba upon his Inauguration; ' within 
the week a message from Toklo brought 
word that Qen. N»»g! had offered to ap¬ 
pear in Bt. Petersburg and testify In 
behnlf of Gen. 0tO«M(l, upon whom, so 
the repurt reached him la Japan, the 
sentence of death had been imposed as 
a punishment for surrendering Port Ar¬ 
thur; among the first and most solicit¬ 
ous callers at the palace after the ef¬ 
fort to assassinate the King of Spain 
was the American Auibsrsadur. Thus 
do wo see at work the process by which 
wound* of war are gradually healed.

Still, since has discovered that

dr©*.” our esteemed and epigrammatic 
contemporary ought not to lose heart 
utterly. _

BIGGEST CROWD EVER LOOKED 
ON POLITICAL MANEUVERS. 


GREAT BLOW FOR MACHINE. 


Nashville. Tenn., Jun- 2.—I Special ] 
—The State Democratic convention ad¬ 
journed sthe die at 2:30 o’clock thi* 
morning after having been In session 
four days. Hon. H. H. Hannah was 
nominated for Railroad Commissioner 
on tho fourth ballot.

It has been the tnost strenuous week 
that Tennessee politician* have known 
for many a long day. if, indeed, they 
ever know one like It. Many of the 
leader* and delegates got away for 
th« Ir home* to-day, who left them a 
week or ten day* ago to take part In 
the State convention. The attendance 
upon the convention was the largest 
ever seen at a like gathylng In the 
State, and many hundred? of inen and 
women and children took advantage of 
the convention rates to come to Nash¬ 
ville. The hotels were Jammed, and 
men went about begging for room*. 
Tho suloons did a land office business, 
although the convention Adopted a plat¬ 
form containing a reaffirmation of the 
Adams antDsnloon law, and might have 
gone further If the temperance leaders 
could have known who were to compose 
the Platform Committee before the last 
hours of the convention. 

The nomination of Gen. M. R. Tat- 
terson for Governor Is the greatest 
blow the Tennessee Democratic mi* 
chine has received since Alvin \V Haw¬ 
kins. the Republican, won many year* 
ago. There wus no such machine, 
either In numbers or resourcefulness in 
those days, and besides It had not then 
done so many things tile people con¬ 
demned. But the chief cause of Gov. 
Cox's defeat was not the machine. He, 
like 8enntor Carmack, suffered because 
of tho rancor Incident to the so-called 
snap caucus which elected Frasier to 
the United States Senate Thl* thing 
ha* rankled In the bosom* of the peo¬ 
ple. and they have made every man suf¬ 
fer who had anything to do with it.

Snodgrass’ private Interests soon call¬ 
ed him home, and then Frank White, a 
mountain politician, was put in charge 
White does not seem to have known 
the ropes. Patterson, on the other 
hand, Imd cool-headed managers and 
several very shrewd advlrers, past- 
masters In tile field of State politics. 
Besides, he wa* aggressive, combative 
and tireless in hts campaigning. 

The party leaders—that is. the men 
who aro friendly to Patterson—think 
he will be more than a mutch for Clay 
Evans, and that after the bitterness 
ha* somewhat subsided, he will make 
such a campaign as will gRo hlin a 
safe majority In November. Patterson 
Is eager to meet Evans on the stum|>. 
but the Republicans aro not partic¬ 
ularly anxious for H Joint canvas. Tney 
say such a ranvas* would have a ten¬ 
dency to solidify the Democrats, and 
that they can profit more by having 
Mr. Evans go it alone. Patter*on, how¬ 
ever. Is likely to insist on a Joint can¬ 
vass. 

There Is still much feeling over the

FINAL REPORT

completed report of Prof. Charles P.

The matter 
submitted to the President aggregates 
about C.000 words, and la a brief of the 
Investigation made by Messrs. NelU 
and Rc> nolds.

tONVENTION WILL BE HELD 
NEXT THURSDAY. 


REPUBLICANS NOT UNITED IN 
MANY COUNTIES. 


CLOSE RACE OF NOMINATIONS. 


Indianapolis. June 2.—{Special.}—The 
delegate* to the Democratic State con* 
vent Ion which meets In this city on 
Thursday next have all been selected 
and there are Indications that they are 
coming with considerable enthusiasm 
to the work of nominating a State 
ticket. As a rule the leaders believe 
that they are entering upon the most 
auspicious campaign that has orcurrel 
in Indiana since 1892 and their eit* 
thuslasm has been Imparted to the 
rank and tile till there is a general be¬ 
lief that the parly will win lit the com¬ 
ing election. 

This belief Is based f»artly on the 
known dissensions that exist In some 
of the strong Republican counties, and 
partly on the assumption that the peo¬ 
ple are not satisfied that the “house- 
cleaning** process Instituted by Gov.

Summer Work. 


The summer of lttf»6 l» to be marked 
by many conferences, religious sum¬ 
mer schools and other gatherings of 
Christian workers for combined study 
and recreation. Most of these are to be 
held In July and some In August, but 
the season may be said to begin June 
JS with the opening of the student con¬ 
ferences. On this date the Southern 
Student Conference begins at Asheville, 
K. C.. and tin* Lake Erie Student Con¬ 
ference opens at Lakeside, o. On the 
16th the Pacific Northwest Student 
Conference begins at Gearhart. Ore. 
All three of these meetings last for 
about ten days. 

The Student Conference at Norjh- 
fleld begins June 22. lasting until July 
1. Later In the month come two Young 
People's Missionary Conferences, one at 
I..iWe Geneva. Witt., from June 26 to 
July 4. and the other at Asheville. N. 
C.. from June 29 to July 8. Other events 
of June which will bring together large 
numbers of church workers are the 
centennial meeting of the General 
Bnyod of the Reformed Church In 
America, convening In New York on 
June 6 and sitting for utx’ut one week; 
the biennial convention of the Young 
People's Christian Union of the United 
Brethren Church, at Greensburg. Pa., 
from the 21st to the 24th, and the twen¬ 
ty-fifth anniversary of Mount Harm on 
Bchool at Northneld from June 30 to 
July 3 

The conferences during July, stated 
chronologically, b* gin at Pocuno Pines, 
Pa., on the 3*1 with tho meeting of the 
Brotherhood of Andrew and Philip for 
n week. For ten days beginning the 
Gth the Young Women's Conference Is 
held at North Held. Mass., and at 
Northampton, in the same State, the 
Benbury Society bolds Its summer con¬ 
ference for Episcopal church workers 
for tw-o weeks beginning July T. From 
the 9th to the 10th, at Whitby. Ontario, 
is a Young People's Missionary Confer¬ 
ence for Canadians. 

About the middle of July things cen¬ 
ter at North field and Silver Bay on 
Lake George. At the latter place a 
missionary' conference for Sunday- 
school workers fills the throe days be¬ 
ginning the 17th. and the Young Peo¬ 
ple's Missionary Conference at the 
same resort beglhs the 2t)th and con¬ 
tinues for ten days. At Northfleld the 
summer school for Women's Mission¬ 
ary Societies has the dates from the 
17th to the 24lh of July, and the school 
for Sunday-school workers those from 
the 21st to the 29th. 

The annual meeting of the Young 
People's Christian Union of the Unl- 
veroallijt Church Is to be held at De¬ 
troit, beginning July 11. The Interna¬ 
tional Christian Endeavor Union uf the 
Friends ha.* Its conference at Wllmlng- 
t • *?:. 0^ on the 2<fth And 26th, tb be fol¬ 
lowed Immediately by the Friends Bible 
Institute In the same place and lasting 
for one week. 

In August the principal gatherings 
will he at Winona Lake. Indiana, and at 
Northfleld. conferences of Christian 
workers being held in both place?- The 
Northfleld dates are August 3 to 19. and 
the c**nf«*renc© will b< followed by a 


series of post-conference addresses, 
continuing until October 1. The Meth¬ 
odist center at Round Lake, N Y-. will 
also be active In August, as will Ocean 
Grove* on the New Jersey doast; I*ake 
Orion, Mich., and other resorts popular 
with church Under*. 

In various sections of the country 
summer schools are to be held for the 
training of Sunday-school teachers, 
many of them being under the auspices 
of the Internationa) Sunday-school As¬ 
sociation, and others by the Sahlmth- 
school associations of the various 
States. Places of cfpoclal note In this 
connection are Winona Iwikc. North¬ 
fleld, Poeono Pines, Asbury Park, Chau¬ 
tauqua. N Y.. L ike Geneva, WIs., and 
Sliver Bay. N Y.

Methodist Missionary Committee. 

Methodists are making ptans looking 
toward a new statement of their doc¬ 
trinal standards. The matter has been 
In agitation for several years, but now 
a definite step has been taken, the body 
first to art being the General Confer¬ 
ence of the Methodist Church, 8 mill. 
At it* quadricnnlu! session In Birming¬ 
ham, 'Ala., this body passed a restitu¬ 
tion appointing a committee on the 
subject, with the view of having formu- 
, .i statement <>f faith *in keeping 
with our day." In the statement, when 
one Is formed. It is the hope that all 
Methodist bodies may co-operate. 

There Is no thought that Methodist 
standards shall be abrogated for a new 
creed, but rather that there Is possible 
u modern statement of these standar.Is 
of doctrine, expressed In modern lan¬ 
guage In general American Meth wlism 
holds to the Twenty-five Articles of 
Faith prepared by John Wesley. It Is 
not profjosed to alter these or to sup¬ 
plant them by another creed. The ar¬ 
ticles form the doctrinal standards of 
the MethodDt Episcopal Church and of 
the Methodist Church. South, which 
latter, however, lays some stress upon 
Wesley’s fifty-two sermons and his ex¬ 
pository notes on the New Testament. 

The plan which has been discussed 
In Method!** circles and toward which 
the action of the conference of the 
Southern Church him been taken. Is to 
formulates a new statement to be ac¬ 
cepted not alone by Ainertrrrrr Meth¬ 
odists. hut also by aU branches uf \\ f dV 
leyunlsn: throughout tin* world. 

Besides the Twenty-five Articles of 
Faith. Methodists have what nre term¬ 
ed the General RuIcm. which w r ere pre¬ 
pared by Wesley and provide In a sen*© 
for the Methodist conduct, but th«*s> 
can hardly be considered doctrinal 

When the resolution was offered In 
the General Conference. South. It was 
stated that It Is desired only to pre¬ 
pare a brief, clear and strong state¬ 
ment In other form than now exists. 
The resolution provides for a commit¬ 
tee of five, to be named by the bishops 
of tho Southern Methodist Church. The 
committee Is to Join with similar com¬ 
mittees from other Methodist bodies to 
"provide such a statement of our faith 
and such an expression of doctrine as 
Is culled for In our day.” 


Baptists May Unite. 

Baptists and Free Baptists, having 
decided that views regarding the form 

i T of baptism need no longer divide them, 
•j-1 are In a fair way to become organically 
•** united. At the anniversaries of the 
! BaptUc Societies. Just held In Dayton, 
.i. O., tire matter came up during the 
meeting of the American Hip*: lot Home 
Mission Society In the report of a 
committee on union, which had been 
apponted a year previously. 

The committee reported that It had 
held a number of conferences with 
leaders In the Free Baptist communion, 
and had also met in conference the 
committee appointed to consider union 
by the General Conference of the body. 
Tt held that there was no longer the 
occasion and the cause of separation 
existing between the two bodies, and 
that In all essentials of Christian doc¬ 
trine as well us of church administra¬ 
tion and polity, they are practically 
one. 

The resolution recommended by the 
committee was then adopted without 
opposition. It.reaffirm* th* autonomy 
of the Baptist churches and recom¬ 
mends a full and free Interchange of 
members and ministers between the two 
denominations, and extends a cordial 
Invitation to Free Baptists to co-ope- 
rute In evangelistic, educational, mis¬ 
sionary and all other denominational 
work, with the hope tbnt complete or- 
ilc unloi

New Dioceses. 

Notable features of the many dioc¬ 
esan conventions that have been held 
In the Protestant Episcopal Church 
during the past month have been the 
ninny plans mude for the creation of 
new dioceses by the division of exist¬ 
ing ones that have, grown too large to 
be economically or easily administered 
by one bishop. Steps were taken to¬ 
ward the division of the dioceses of 
Pittsburg, Georgia nnd Oregon, and in 
pbto and Tennessee the matter Is dis¬ 
cussed. 

In the diocese of Pittsburg, it is 
purposed to set off the northwestern 
section, the new diocese thus created to 
be called by the name of It* see city. 
Erie. The matter will be consummated 
as soon as the Pittsburg diocese hnH 
raised an endowment of lUXI.OdO for 
Erie. This will give flve dioceses to 
the State of Pennsylvania, ns there are 
no* four, of which Pittsburg Is the 
most western. 

The diocese of Georgtn now has At¬ 
lanta as the seat of tt* bishop, nnd It 
Is propused to form a second diocese, 
with Savannah ns the see city. The 
name Georgia will go to the newer dio¬ 
cese. while the older will be called At¬ 
lanta. There Is much conjecture as to 
which diocese Will be chosen by Bishop 
Nelson, ns under the canon the bishop 
of a diocese that Is divided may go to 
whichever of the two he desires. As 
the bishop of Georgia now resides In 
Atlanta, the prevailing opinion Is that 
ho will elect to remain there. 

In the diocese of Oregon division Is 
planned Into eastern nnd western sec¬ 
tions The present diocese is not large 
in churches or communicants, but the 
physical conformation of the State 
makes it difficult for the bishop to 
cover the field properly. 

The change that Is discussed In Ohio 
Involves the redlstrictlug of the entire 
State. There nre now two dioceses, 
Ohio and Southern Ohio, nnd It ls # pro¬ 
posed to create a diocese of Toledo at\d 
one of Columbus The matter Is talked 
of. but preliminary steps are yet to be 
token In Tum eta a c , there Is also dis¬ 
cussion of division Into eastern nnd 
western dioceses, but nothing definite 
has yet been done. In connection with 
these projected new dioceses there Is 
evident the tendency of Episcopal lend¬ 
ers to choose the names of cities as 
titles for ecclesiastical districts.

Congregaflonallsts are by no means 
un.intmou* In approval of the plans 
for the ultimate union of their denom¬ 
ination with the Methodist Protestants 
and the United Brethren. It Is not 
that they object to a closer fellowship 
with the members of these two bodies, 
but rather that they fear that In any 
form of union that may be devised, 
certainly In what has come to be 
known u* the "Dayton Plan." Congre¬ 
gationalism, even In name, would dis¬ 
appear. Those who nre dubious over 
the pro*pec # oclleve most thoroughly 
In the Idea expressed In the Congrega¬ 
tional name. But those enthusiastic 
for union urge that greater centralisa¬ 
tion thin at present Is much to be de- 
slrod, that It has long been a tendency 
In the church. 

The especial claim of those who are 
.opposing the union of the three donom- 
‘inatlons according to the "Dayton Plan" 
Is that the denomination that would be 
formed by the union would bo a non¬ 
descript bodv as to church polity, and 
one for which there Is no great ronswi 
for being They say that if centralisa¬ 
tion Is desired. It Is but a step from the 
fVmgregnttonal to the Presbyterian 
Church and that the path has become 
well worn by ministers passing to and 
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You are sure to be attracted by the 
name "Mocking-bird Lane," and you 
cannot escape falling In love with the 
delightful bit of driveway connecting 
the Brownsboro Road nnd the River 
Road Just beyond the property of the 
Louisville Water Company. The name 
Itself suggests cool shades and the 
music of the busy Southern songster, 
nnd the sight fulfills every promise of 
attractiveness.^ To reach this delight¬ 
ful bit of country. Just at the very edge 
of city life, yet far removed In its se¬ 
clusion and quiet, you must take the 
Brownsboro Road, and after parsing 
tho Water Company property, which Is 
easily distinguished by its stockade 
fence, turn to the left at the first turn. 
W. C. Priest & Co., real estate dealers, 
have put a big sign there for your guid¬ 
ance and you cannot miss tho road.

SAY DRUNKS ARE SOLD WITH¬ 
OUT LICENSE. 


THE CONDITIONS ARE UNFAIR. 


Ministers of several of the churches 
of New Albany recently have been dla- i 
cussing the temperance question In atl ’ 
its phases, and they are now preparing 
to take some action In regard to the 
refail druggists of that city, who have 
been making a practice, they assert, 
of selling liquors over their counters. 

The ministers assert that if saloon¬ 
keepers are required to pay a license 
of *160 a year to the city Government, 
with nearly as much State and county 
license fee*, that In the Interest of fair 
play and square dealing the druggist 
should either uoy the retailer’s license 
or cease the trtifflc. Tne question was 
Informally discussed and the matter 
laid before the Board of Metropolitan 
Police Commissioners of New Albany 
for consideration. 

It is asserted by the ministers that 
the drug store traffic is more danger¬ 
ous than that of the saloonkeepers 
from the fact that It Is considered 
more respectable to buy whisky In a 
drug store than a saloon, and in con- 
^equehce people go to those places to 
make their purchases who would not 
visit the saloons. 

Several of the ministers have thor¬ 
oughly examined the State law and say 
they have found that under Its provi¬ 
sions no one shall sell liquors In less 
quantities ihnn five gallons without a 
retailer’s license, excepting In the 
of drug stores, where the rales are*iil- 
lowcd on prescription solely for me¬ 
dicinal purposes. 

Severn! years ago New Albany sa¬ 
loonkeepers complained that many of 
the druggists w^ra largely engaged In 
the.sale of liquors, especially on Sun¬ 
days, and an effort was mode at thutf 
time to have the Common Council of 
the city require these outside retailers 
to take out license. There was consid¬ 
erable talk over the matter at the time, 
but no definite action was taken, as 
the druggists asserted that their sales 
were not as a beverage, and never In 
small quantities. The matter will be 
thoroughly examined by tbs Board of 
Police Commissioners.

Another Bill To Pension Indiana 
Home Guard Survivors. 

L An effort Is being made by a num¬ 
ber of old soldiers of New Albany who 
served In the H-*me Guards during the 
I Civil War to receive Government rec¬ 
ognition. To this end n bill has been 
introduced Into Congress extending the 
provisions of the pension act of 1890 
I to the officers and men of Company A. 
Seventh regiment, Indiana Legion. 
This company wo* made up entirely of 
New Albany men. and was command¬ 
ed by Capt. Adam Knapp, an old Ger- 
: man artillery officer, long since dead, 
lit*consisted of a battery of four guns. 

I with nearly 100 officers and men For 
i several years in the early part of the 
Civil War the batteiy was stationed 
In a fort on the Infllunh side of the 
I Ohio river, opposite the mouth of Silt 
! river, twenty mil©* below New Albany, 
i ’flie men were not regularly enlisted 
In the United Brutes service, and con¬ 
sequently did not come under the pro- 
} visions of the pension net, and although 
ta number of them applied, they were 
not able to secure pensions. 

, Tin* remainder of the Seventh Indi¬ 
ana Legion, consisting of eleven com¬ 
panies of infantry, was required to 
drill regulnrly for several years, but 
Ftt\v no active service excepting for a 
few days during the memorable Mor¬ 
gan raid. Since the close of the Civil 
War a number of these Home Guard 
soldteru have made effort* to secure 
recognition, and a half score of blllr. 
have been Introduced at one time or 
another into the Indiana Legislature, 
bur they all failed to pass. During 
the more than forty lnt*r\ enlng years 
many of the members have answered 
the last roll cull, but the few remain¬ 
ing Ht111 haje hopes bf being placed 
on the pension roll.

IN AND AROUND LUXOR. WITH A 
SIDELIGHT ON RAME8E. THE 
GREAT.

U NTIL we arrived at Luxor we 
did not know the total meaning 
of the word “old.” The ruin*, 
which are the stock In trade of 
this Miiclent City of Thebe*, date so 
far back Into the dimness of Now here 
that all the other antiquities of earth 
seem as fresh and recent a* a morn¬ 
ing newspaper. 

“Old” is merely a relative term, after 
all. I remember In my native town we 
small boys used to gaze In reverent awe 
at a Courthouse that was actually built 
before the Civil War. We would look up 
at that weather beaten frame structure, 
two stories high, with a square bhd 
cage on top of It, and lo us It had all 
the historic interest of a mediaeval 
castle. loiter, in Chicago, when the 
special writer on the newspaper ran 
shoin of topics he would dish up an Il¬ 
lustrated story on the oldest building 
In town. It was constructed aw ay 
back In 1S33. 

When a man from the West goes 
East for the first time and sees Inde¬ 
pendence Hall in Philadelphia he lakes 
off hls hat and tries to grasp the over¬ 
whelming fact that the building stood 
there even In the far distant Colonial 
period. When he travel* to London 
and walks through St. Paul’s or stands 
In the Henry VIH. Chapel at West¬ 
minster. he begins to get a new line 
on the meaning of “old.” Later he 
secs the Forum at Rome and declare* 
to himself: "At last I have found 
something really ancient.” 

But when he arrives at Lux* r and 
rambles among th"elephantine rul i* snl 
sits In the deep, cool shade of temples 
that had been standing a good many 
centuries before any one thought of 
laying out the Forum in Rome he wll» 
begin to understand how everything 
else In the world Is comparatively h »t 
from the griddle. One day we were In 
the shop of Mouhanuned Mouhasstb, In 
Luxor, and tne old antiquarian reached 
und* r the counter and lugged out a 
mummy. The body was well preserved, 
and the embalming cloth In which It 
was wrapped and cross-wrapped still 
retained a definite texture. 

"This mummy d ues back beyond any 
of the dynasties of which we imve a 
record." said the dealer "Th« r«* wore 
no Inscriptions on the mummy cas*. b . 
cause when this gentleman lived It .*a» 
not the custom to Inscribe the tvc« on. 
You will observe, however, that he was 
buried In a sitting posture, nnd we 
know that this manner of burial was 
discontinued about OOQQ B. C.” 

As we stood there gnxlng Into the 
calm features of the unidentified has 
been and readied that he had been sit¬ 
ting in that easy attitude for eight 
thousand years waiting for us to comp 
along and be presented to him, we be¬ 
gun to get a faint Inkling of what tne 
word “old” really means. 

Goodneft* knows 1 am not going to 
attempt any detailed description of the 
stupendous ruins which make Luxor 
the most inton-stlng spot in Egypt. 
Anyone who Is go.ng to d*-*rrtb« l.ux *r 
needs a new box of adjectives every few 
minutes, and, besides, to repeat over 
and over again that the columns and 
cavernous sanctuaries at Karntk are 
"gigantic,” and “colossal.” and "huge,” 
and so on, cannot bring the reader to 
any actual conception of the barbaric 
muaslveness of these undent structure* 
The rulers who built the main terrp e 
of Karnuk. a section at a time, 
thought they were not doing thtmsrivea 
credit unless they piled up columns 
About the size of the redwood trees In 
OullfornlA. and guarded each entrance 
with statue* as big as the Goddess o'

150-pound • mortal edging hls way 
through the corridor* and under the 
vnst shadows of these overwhelming 
uplifts of masor.ry fe. Is about as large 
and as Important ns a flea. 

Everywhere about those teinp’es 
there are uniformed guards whose duty 
It Is to protect th*» remains against the 
vandal and the relic hunter. The guard 
follows a few feet behind you as you 
roam through the many acres of 
toppling ruin He Is afraid that you 
will steal something. Inasmuch ns the 
smallest fragment of one of these huge 
statues, or obelisk*, would weigh prob¬ 
ably six hundred pounds, we felt that 
he whs not justified In suspecting us. 
But he followed us along nnd then, 
when we were leaving, he calmly came 
forward and Indicated that he was 
ready to take « money Insult. This 
move on hls part was most character¬ 
istic of the Egyptian attitude toward 
visitors In general Every natho ex¬ 
pects to get something out cf a tr.u® 
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eler for the simple reason that he needs 
the money. Suppose that a suspicious 
character should arrive in an Amer¬ 
ican city and the chief of police sent 
out a dete< tlve to shadow him and «»e* 
that he did not blow open any safes or 
crawl into any second stories. The de¬ 
tective. having followed the suspect a’l 
day. approaches him at nightfall and 
says: “Look here you have put me tu 
a lot of trouble. I have been on my 
feet all day watching you, for four 
that you were* going to commit a 
burglary, and I think It Is only right 
that you should pay me something.” 

Egyptian money is very easily under¬ 
stood by American*. The plaster Is the 
same as our flvs-cent piece or nickel 
The silver five-plaster piece resembles 
our quarter and baa the same value. 
The ten-plaster piece Is the same as our 
half dollar. The 100-plaster bill la worth 
five dollars. Inasmuch as many of the 
prices sound large* and Important when 
quoted in plasters, the dealers have 
learned to demand English pounds ster¬ 
ling or American dollars That I* they 
name their first prices In sovereigns 
and dollars and then gradually work 
dfiwn to plasters. I saw a native try¬ 
ing to sell a scarab to a tourist Ills 
first price was £7. equivalent to 135. Aft¬ 
er a half hour of haggling he had cut 
It to seven plasters, or thirty-five cents, 
and the deal wa* consummated

If so, you will understand to 
what an extent these old ru’ers "went 
In" for sphinxes. l*abor cost nothing 
and time did not count for anything, 
and If a king wished to build an ave¬ 
nue of sphinxes leading to hls prLate 
tempi© oi tomb nJi he had tu do wa* 
to give the word. 

As soon as a King mounted the 
throne h© began making hls funeral 
preparations, and ordered the entire 
{O.lft nf r.tt.n*- cutters to chisel out 
hleroglyphU * explaining that he wus 
great and good and Just, and that he 
never took off hla hat to any one ex¬ 
cept the gods, and then not ordinary 
picayune gods, but only those of the 
very first magnitude. According to the 
hieroglyphic*, every King that ruled 
in Egypt was as wise as Solomon, us 
brilliant in military strategy a* Na¬ 
poleon. and os hard on the evildoer 
ns our own beloved T. R. 

This unanimous outpouring of eulogy 
Is largely explained by the fat t that 
every memorial In honor of a ruler was 
erected and supervised by that ruler 
himself. It's a fact! Of all the count¬ 
ies* temples and obelisks and godlike 
granite figures and featal tomb cham¬ 
ber* remaining In Egypt to testify to 
the majesty and splendor of the un¬ 
dent dynasttrs, every one was built 
under the personal supervision of the 
man v ho get* all the glory out of th© 
Inst rlptions. The succeeding genera Ion 
never got up any subscrip.Ion I s s 
to build monument* to statesmen or 
military (Ommander*. The dutiful a~d 
loving son never ordered a memorial 
In honor of h!» Illustrious father. H© 
was too busy carving hls own biog- 
rahpy on the sandstone and deputing 
himself a* pursuing the enemy or tak¬ 
ing afternoon tea with haughty three- 
headed god*. 

In old Egypt every King was hls 
own pres* agent These rulers could 
have written some dandy "personal 
recollections" for the magazines, be¬ 
cause they remembered all the Inci¬ 
dent* that brought them to Ihe center 
of the * tag© with the calcium turned 
on. and wisely forgot.all details copu¬ 
lated to Injure their standing with pos¬ 
terity. 

You tsk** Ram* §♦•* th© Great. H«* 1* 
regarded as porhap* the king pin of all 
the rulers during Egypt’s long period of 
national splendor. Have you ever heard 
any one say a word In criticism of R«- 
meses* fiscal policy, hi* treatment of 
the rebate system management of the 
Senate. «»r ht« social relation* with the 
dark emlssarp* tniit came up fr«-m 
Egypt? Nui Ever> one has a go m! 


word for Rameses. The writers of an¬ 
cient history extol him. and the guide 
books print hls name In big black let¬ 
ters. and th« traveler* to Egypt gather 
about hls glass-covered coffin In the 
Gltvb Museum at Gnlro nnd try to 
trace noble lineaments In the shrunken 
featurrs. They sigh over hls departure 
and look down at him mournfully, with 
th'di hats In their hands, as if th< y had 
lost him this spring, instead, <>r 3.164 
years ago this spring They say: “Well, 
he certainly wax a grand character and 
It's too had we haven’t got some rulers 
of hls calibre nowadays.”

Extreme measures were resorted to 
by the bishop of Plock. who sent the 
"Duffer" priests from his diocese to 
other governments, hoping that whan 
far away from the nest of the move¬ 
ment and Koxlowska they would for¬ 
get about their revival. Rut ns a mat¬ 
ter of fact, this plan only served to 
spread It throughout the districts In 
which the disgraced clerics settled. The 
archbishop of Warsaw then determined 
to evict the refractory priests from 
their parishes and replace them by' 
those who still acknow lodged his au¬ 
thority The revivalists retaliated by 
presenting a petition to the Russian 
Government in which they asked to he 
released from the control of the Polish 
bishops nnd to he officially acknowl¬ 
edged as an Independent sect. The 
Russlnn Government has not yet given 
its decision, hut there is every prob¬ 
ability that the answer will he favor¬ 
able to the revivalists, who resist the 
archbishop's eviction orders with the 
greatest vigor.

At the 
same time, Articles appeared In th»» 
Russian newspapers greatly in favor 
of the "Duffers" as a body of people 
opposed to resistance against the ex¬ 
isting Government, but the Polish 
press, with the exception of the So¬ 
cialistic organs, devoted whole columns 
to hurling Invectives against the sect 
In general and Koxlowska In partic¬ 
ular.

S T PETERSBURG, May 1$.—M.

In a 
leading article the "Novot 
Vremya" praises him warmly, and 
takes advantage of the opportunity to 
cast ridicule on the Russian Foreign 
Office and Its choice for the post of 
Russian Minister In Japan, Mr. bakh- 
metlcff. 

"Our diplomatic department," it says, 
"has not even yet been able to recousr 
from the astonishing blow dealt It In 
January. 1904. hy the Japanese, In un¬ 
expectedly breaking off relations with 
Russia. It will be remembered that at 
that time our Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fa'rs tould say nothing except that It 
’throws on the head of Japnn all the 
responsibility for Uie possible outcome 
of such action.* " 

The "Novoe Vremya" wants to know 
why "all the responsibility" should he 
placed on the head of Japan. It thinks 
that the Russian Foreign Office has 
not been able to prove all the respon¬ 
sibility really rests with Japan. It also 
thinks that the Russian Foreign Office 
has not. so far, been able to explain 
its own stupidity and 111-success on the 
occasion In question. 

It goes on to say that the delay In 
resuming diplomatic relations with Ja¬ 
pan Is due to the dilatorlneaa of the 
Russian Foreign Office, which. In spite 
of all the time It has sp*»nt In l«*>klng 
for s good man to represent Russia In 
Tokyo, has only been able to And a 
tenth-rate diplomatist, who has never 
been In Japan in his life and who has 
never seen a live Japanese. 

"Meanwhile, the active, cnergetlo 
representative of Japan Is already In 
SL Petersburg. It Is no misfortune to 
him that he cams hither without his 
papers of authorization, for It has giv¬ 
en our diplomatists iwlth whom, ow¬ 
ing to Ms high character, ho was a 
persona grata during his former resi¬ 
dence here ns fiecretary of the Japan¬ 
ese legation) an opp*»rtunity to show 
their appreciation of him, not only by 
entertaining him, but even by arrang¬ 
ing for him an audience at T^rk* * 
S»rlo, where. In spite of the fact that

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S T. PETERSBURG —The religion 
of the Greek Orthodox Church 
In a mass of mysterious rites 
supposed to have supernatural 
^ower. The absolute lack of the spir¬ 
itual. and the Inordinate Importance of 
the ceremonial, are manifested by the 
following Instances, which are only a 
few instance* that might be quoted. 

A robber killed a traveler and rifled 
his baggage. but refrained from eat¬ 
ing a pfccc of cooked meat which he 
found In the victim's belongings be¬ 
cause It happened to be a fast drty. 

An assassin about to attempt the 
murder «.»f an attache of the Austrian 
Embassy In St. Petersburg, went first 
to the church to commend his under¬ 
taking to the protection of the faints. 
On another occasion when a burglar 
was looting a'church he found It hard 
to extract the Jewels from the frame of 
one of the ikons. The thief paused In 
his work to make a prayer to a certain 
saint, offering to place a rouble's worth 
of tapers before Its Image if given as¬ 
sistance In securing the valuables. 

Ikons play an Important part In all 
the religious observances Of the Rus¬ 
sian people. These sacred pictures are 
found In every dwelling and In evary 
public house. They are even seen In 
dining balls and railway stations. The 
Ikon Is usually a half length figure rep¬ 
resenting the Savior, the Madonna, or 


some saint. It Is usually executed upon 
a yellow or gold ground, varying In 
size from a square inch to several 
square feet. Frequently the whole pic¬ 
ture, excepting the hands and face. Is 
covered with a metal plaque so ar¬ 
ranged as to outline the form and have 
the effect of drapery. These sacred 
emblems are often ornamented wdth 
pearls and other precious stones of 
greAt value.

There are two kinds of Ikons, or¬ 
dinary an-i miracle working Those 
supjxysed to be of a miraculous char¬ 
acter are kept In the cnurcoe* All 
such have a mysterious origin inas¬ 
much ns they are not believed to have 
been made by mortal hands. A monk 
or some church official will have a 
vision and then announce that a mirac¬ 
ulous lk<>n Is to be found at a certain 
place. Sometimes It will be buried, or 
again It will be hanging from a tree. 
The sacred treasure will be removed to 
the nearest church, the news of Its dis¬ 
covery creating a sensation in the com¬ 
munity. Crowds of devout worshippers 
congregate to prostrate themselves be¬ 
fore the H»*aven-sent picture, and many 
cases are reported where sufferers have 
been cured of disease. 

One of the famous Madonnas Is kept 
In a church in Moscow. Whenever the 
Czar visits that city he usually goes 
direct from the railroad station to pray 
In the i ha pel where this particular Ikon 
Is located. Rich parishioner* have the 
privllige of taking this miracle-working 
picture to their homes The carriage 
containing It Is always recognized be¬ 


cause the driver is bareheaded. The 
people In the streets Invariably take off 
their hats as the snored possession 
passes. Wherever It Is taken a short 
ceremony is performed before It. after 
which It Is carried through all the 
rooms of the house. The servants kneel 
on the floor so It may be carried over 
them. A notable thing concerning the 
travels of this famous symbol is that 
whenever It Is absent from the chripel 
It Is replaced by a copy so nearly like 
the original that only an expert can tell 
the difference, consequently there Is no 
Interference with the devotions of the 
faithful, nor check In the flow of contri¬ 
butions from the worshippers.

They long to give 
to their children the advantages which 
• R ?V r wer ® l helrs. tor they realise that, 
without a good educa..on early In life, 
people are ever after handicapped, no 
matter how much raoue, they may get 
for themselvea or inherit from others. 

Alter perfect health there la nothing, 
on the material plane, that makes chil¬ 
dren and grown people so Independent, 
resourceful and nappy as an Intimate 
acquaintance with the best literature. 
As no one can read ail ihi books worth 
reading at once eo there is no need for 
owning them all at once. But there are 
some books that aver, home should 
have and use constantly, and depend 
upon no outside library tot them.

Children taught to uae these and other 
reference books, with very little going 
to school, will be more thoroughly edu¬ 
cated when they grow up than other 
children who have expensive schooling, 
but no training In looking up mean¬ 
ings, places and everything else that 
they come across in their reading which 
is not perfectly claer to them 

No. S on the list of desirable books 
ie a classical dictionary. These three 
ehould be always accessible and faith¬ 
fully used by parents and children 
alike, for. after you show a child how 
to look up anything, it should do that 
work of Itself The books ought to 
be kept In one place on suitable 
stands, and no one allowed to lift 
them about from place to place. That 
la what damages heavy books. In 
other words, not use but abuse wears 
them out too soon. 

In this connection it may as well be 
said that children should be taught 
early—Juat as soon as they handle 
books at all—the proper way to open 
and hold a book. All heavy books 
require especial care. They should, 
when too heavy for the hand, perpet¬ 
ually rest on a table or a stand. No 
one should ever be allowed to lean 
upon an open book. Those that can 
be handled without effort should be 
allowed to rest with their backs in 
tho palm of the hand while one la 
glancing over them This of course, 
applies to books with nice bindings. 

How to Hold a Book 

I shall never forget my drat lesson 
in holding a book. I was looking at 
a beautiful volume held open with 
both hands and enjoying Us exquisite 
make-up — all unconscious that the 
owner was on tenter-hocks while 
watching me. After a moment he said 
gently: -Cousin L.. will you let me 
show you how to hold a book7** And 
then he placed It as I have described 
In the palm of his hand, thus fully 
supporting the two sides of the cover, 
and let It open without straining tt 
In any part. 

Any standard books of prose and po¬ 
etical quotations that are complete come 
next In importance for the family at 
home. All the books that one wants to 
read can be found In the public libraries, 
but, while reading, these books of ref¬ 
erence should be very easily reached, 
and that is why they ought to be the 
nucleus of the home library. They make 
nice holiday gifts, and have the advan¬ 
tage of growing In importance the more 
you refer to them. In this they differ 
essentially from many things that are 
given as presents. 

It is cruel to permit children to grow 
ud without being acquainted with the 
wild flowers that they meet and the trees 
that thsy see as they go about. There 
are delightful books giving information 
Sbout both in such a simple way that 
whoever knows how to read can And 
out what they are and to what family 
in plant life they belong as easily as 
they can look up word-meanings In th# 
dictionary; a brought horns 

from a tree will be the means of re¬ 
vealing the name of the tree when It 
Is compared with Its counterpart in the 
book, written by an arborist.

Some Interesting ways of preparing It 

are: 

Picked Pineapple. 

Peel the pineapple and remove tho 
Uttle dark protuberances upon the sur¬ 
face of the fruit With a fork ptek or 
tear ths fruit Into strips, strew thcao 
with granulated sugar and set In tho Ice 
until wanted.

er. Season with salt, pepper and a 
dusting of sugar. Place a buttered pa¬ 
per over the top and allow It to sim¬ 
mer until tt Is tender. Prepare some * 
drawn butter by melting half a cup of 
butter ever a slow Are. Then sprinkle 
In a tablespoonful of flour and add a 
half a oup of scalded milk and a pinch 
Af salt. Boil for a few rqlnutes. stir¬ 
ring well, and* then put In orfe tea- 
spoonfu! oi cold water.** 

Sauce No. 2 —Put the yolks of two 
raw eggs into a basin and mix them to¬ 
gether. Add a seasoning of salt, pep¬ 
per and a few drops of salad oil, and 
whisk all together thoroughly. Sow 
add more oil drop by drop, whisking 
all the dme. and continue to blend the 
oil with the eggs In the .same w*ay until 
the mixture is of about the consistency 
of mayonnaise. As soon os this result 
Is obtained, pour In slowly a dessert¬ 
spoonful of vinegar* or a teaspoon ful 
of ordinary vinegar and a desert- 
spoonful of cucumber vinegar. Add a 
<ew drops more of vinegar If necessary. 
Lastly stir in two tablespoonfuls of 
cooked cucumber cut Into small dice- 
shaped pieces, and place the sauce on 
ice until it is required.

Sweeten abundantly with granulated 
sugar, and turn tho fruit Into a gLiss, 
or a china Jar, with a closely fitting 
cover. Put on tho lid and bury the Jar 
In the Ice for several hours. Just before 
time to serve It- remove from the ice. 
All the hollowed shell with the fruit 
mixture, replace the lop on the pine¬ 
apple and send to tnbl*. 

Pineapple Trifle. 

Grate or chop a ptneapplo very fine, 
after peeling It and removing the 
“eyes.” Soak n half-box oT gelatine for 
an hour In a half cupful of cold water, 
then add a cupful of granulated sugar 
and a cupful of boiling water, and stir 
over the Are Just long enough to dissolve 
the gelatine. As the mixture cools add 
the pineapple; set the bowl containing 
It in a vessel of cracked Ice. ami stir 
steadily until the mixture thickens. 
Now beat In a pint of sweetened, whip¬ 
ped cream and turn Into a ni >ld wet 
with cold water. When formed, eat 
with powdered sugar and cream. 

Pineapple Pudding. 

Peel and chop a pineapple and cover 
with granulated sugar. Lst It stand In 
the icebox for an hour; then drain the 
Julcn from the fruit, saving both. In 
the bottom of a buttered pudding dish

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put a layer of spht lady Ungers,” and 
over them pour a little of the pineapple 
Juice, to which you have added two teo- 
apoonfuis of lemon Juice. Spread toe 
lady lingers with a layer of the chop¬ 
ped pineapple; put In another layer of 
the pineapple and more of the Juice and 
fruit. Have the top layer of tho moist¬ 
ened pineapple. Cover, set the pudding 
dish In an outer pan of boiling water, 
and h&ka in a steady oven for at least 
an hour. Uncover and brown lightly. 
Serve this pudding with hot liquid sauce 
flavored wnn the Juice of two lemons * 
and the grated peel of one. 


Pineapple Cream. 

Soak a half box of gelatine in a scant 
cupful of cold water for an hour. Peel 
a small pineapple and grate it; then 
Cover with a cup of sugar, and let It 
stand for an hour before stirring ths 
soaked gelatine Into It Turn all Into a 
saucepan set within a pan of boiling 
water, und stir until the gelatine and 
sugar are dissolved. Remove from the 
fln- and let It cool, but n?t stiffen. 
Whip a pint of cream very stiff. Stand 
the saucepan containing the gelatine 
and pineapple In a deep bowl of . racked 
Ice. and us tha mixture stiffens beat 
Into It. by the spoonful, the whipped 
cream. Beat steadily until all the cream 
la In and the Jelly la stiff and white. 
Turn Into a glass bowl, and set in tne 
ice for some hours. Serve with rich 
cream. 

Pineapple and Orange in tha Shell. 

Cut the top from a pineapple and care¬ 
fully remove the inside so that the 
shell may not be broken. Cut the pulp 
Into bits, mix it with the pulp of threq 
oranges, also cut very small, and liber¬ 
ally sweeten the mixture. Smooth off 
tho bottom of the pineapple shell so 
that It will stand upright; refill with 
the fruit pulp, put on the top and set In 
the Ice for three hours. 


Tomatoes and Water Creases.—Re¬ 
move the from some ripe tomatoes 
and cut them Into slices. Do the same 
with two large, sweet orange*, being 
careful to take away ail the white akin 
and the pips. Divide the slices of ths 
latter Into wedge-sh&ped pieces tnot too 
small). Make a dressing with three 
tablespoon fuls of salad oil and two 
tablespoonfuls of orange Juice. After 
mixing the ingredients thoroughly, sea¬ 
son with salt and sugar. Dip the slices 
of orange and pieces of tomato Into ths 
dressing- and arrange them around a 
salad bowl. Dip soma fresh water 
cress into the remainder of the dressing. 
Fill up the middle of the bowl with it 
and pour over all the remaining dress¬ 
ing. 

Potatoes and Tomatoes.—Pass tha 
yolks of three hard boiled eggs through 
a sieve jnto a basin. Season with cel¬ 
ery salt, pepper, a dust of curry powder 
and a little sugar. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of salad oil. working U into 
the yolks by degrees with a wooden 
spoon. As soon as a perfectly smooth 
paste Is formed, pour In a dessertspoon¬ 
ful of vinegar and a teatpoonful of 
white vinegar If bandy. When the In¬ 
gredients are thoroughly mixed add 
very gradually three tablespoonfuls of 
cream and a small quantity of chopped 
parsley. Remove the skin from cold 
boiled potatoes and out them Into* 
moderately thick slices. Cut some 
peeled tomatoes In a similar manner. 
Cover the potatoes with the dressing 
and arrange them in a salad bow'l 
Finally place the pieces of tomato 
among them.

The backs are. how¬ 
ever. invariably flat and usually tuck¬ 
ed. Of course, this %v©rk is done by 
hand. And that means tedious, if at¬ 
tractive work for the home needle¬ 
woman. 

In studying out the methods of mak¬ 
ing the shield-shaped front, take, for 
example, a waist pattern to which a 
shaped piece of batiste or lawn em¬ 
broidery is fastened Across the front, 
sloping in a downward direction In the 
center. The edges of this would be 
curved In some uniform, attractive 
manner and appllqued down upon the 
bottom of a lace yoke, which forms 


part of the stock collar. This yoke 
may have in It introductions of tiny 
tucks. In parallel or upright strips, or 
bits of embroidery sewed down upon 
the lace, which is then put away frors 
beneath them. The bottom part of the 
shield of embroidery Is sewed down 
upon a decorative band of lace, or 
groups of tucks or simply gathers that 
form the bottom of the blouse in front. 
Only the upper part of the yoke may 
have Its decorative scheme carried 
around the back. Of course, the sleeves 
of such a garment must repeat the dec¬ 
oration In the blouse. Sometime* the 
top and outer part of ’the *t«eve are 
elaborately decorated, and sometimes 
only the cuffs trimmed. 

The bolero blouse generally, nas ir¬ 
regular parallel lines of lace or of some 
other sort of trimming all around the 
middle, with an accentuated droop just 
across the middle, abqut where a abort 
bolero would terminate. This droop Is 
often achieved by a tuck, a band of 
shining, a fold, a frill of lace or a 
loosely hanging velvet ribbon. This 
projecting edge gives thg Impression of 
a lingerie bolero hanging over a lingerie 
blouse. Guipure lace 1 r often appllqued 
to the upper part of a handsome chif¬ 
fon or net waist In a real bolero shape, 
with the repetition of the lace in the 
sleeves. 

One of the charms of the summer 
shirt waist is the fad for combining 
bits of embroidery and several differ¬ 
ent sorts of laces. A girl may dive 
Into her scrap bag and bring forth a 
piece of all-over which she will con¬ 
vert into a shield front. Narrow 
Valenciennes edging forms a dainty 
edge to this, put on in the form of a 
ruffle. Bits of embroidery and lace 
are cleverly sewed together to form 
stock and yoke, and the sleeves and 
remainder of the blouse may be deco¬ 
rated with such bits of lace and em¬ 
broidery as are left, put In where 
they give the most effective finish. 
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Edging the seams where such pieces 
are joined with narrow frills of lace 
la a fascinating manner of decorating

are often made of embroidery In 
which the scalloped edges may be 
formed Into wavy lines and circles. 


To the edges of the scallops are sewed 
narrow lace dyed pink. blue, mauve, 
yellow or any tint which will be re¬ 
peated dn the belt, shoes, hat and hos¬ 
iery to be worn with the blouse. Be¬ 
sides making the frills, stock and el¬ 
bow cuffs of colored lace. French 
knots are formed along the outline of 
the embroidery borders to urry out 
the color scheme. Aqy girucan dye 
her own laces with the cheap dye en¬ 
velopes sold everywhere for the pur¬ 
pose. Where color effects are de¬ 
sired In lace blouses they are some¬ 
times achieved with colored frills 
and sometimes by running narrow 
colored velvet ot satin ribbons In the 
lace design where the color effect* are 
most desired 

Combinations of close and opep 
laces are particularly smart, as are 
combinations of all kinds of lace 
with hand embroidery or applied mo¬ 
tives and medallions. 

In making blouses at home care must 
be taken to see that the line which be. 
gins under the arm curves unbrokenly 
into the line of the dress at the hips. 
However full and fluffy the arrange¬ 
ment In front may be. ft must not lap 
over the belt or skirt edge on rtils un¬ 
derarm line. The long, slender hip line 
is Insisted upon In all the new forms of 
dress, and the shirt waist can destroy 
this by Just ihe least carelessness of 
flt upon the sides. 

The blouso to be worn with Empire 
and Princess corseleted skirts should 
be smoothly fitted below the line where 
^he top of the skirt begins, and this 
skirt edge should have a slight droop 
of lingerie or lace over it—if the blouse 
be of very soft, rich materai. or a belt 
formed of straps of the gown, velvet 
or satin ribbon, loosely knotted, or 
some other suitable finish in conformity 
with the gown and Its supplementary 
blouse. 

Hand In hand with lingerie blouses 
come those attractive little lingerie 
coats, which are such a feature of the 




summer fashions. Then may be looee 
or partly fitted. In bolero. Eton or loose 
Jacket style, and may end anywhere 
from the bust to the hips. 

Prominent among these are* little 
coats made entirely of open English 
embroidery, done upon linen, lawn or 
batiste, according to the simplicity of 
the design. Irish lace coats were never 
more fashionable, and those of home- 
made crochet designs sewed together 
of mingled pieces of lace and embroid¬ 
ery. Joined with needlework, and of 
three combination* of lace deftly Inter¬ 
mingled In the pattern, are all as be¬ 
witching and becoming as art and deli¬ 
cacy of needlework can make them. 
Such little coats may be worn over lin¬ 
gerie. linen and some silk gowns, and 
are wonderfully fetching over gowns of 
contrasting color, such as pink, blue or 
green. They are sometimes finished 
with frills of lace or chiffon, but more 
often the edge of the embroidery or lace 
design furnishes all the finish necessary 
to the border* 

Sometimes sleeves are puffed. In such 
little coals, but usually they are open, 
wide at the bottom and ^almost fitting 
at the shoulder, the designs of lace or 
embroidery being so arranged that the 
garment and its sleeve* appear all Id 
one piece. 

SAVES LABOR AND DIRT. 


To save the taking up of ashes, we 
have an arrangement which we would 
dislike to be without In the botu>m of 
our range we cut a hole in which a 
three-inch galvanised Iron pipe la In¬ 
serted.

More Stringent. 


STATEHOOD’S ROUGH SAILING. 


Washington. June 2.—In practically 
all essentia! details the conferees on 
the Railroad Hate Bill agreed to the 
measure ns It was passed by the Sen¬ 
ate. The report was signed to-duy 
About 4 p. m.. and almost Immediately 
wa« presented to both Houses. It shows 
that the Senate receded from six 
amendments, two of which merely 
change the numbers of sections. Twen¬ 
ty-eight of Its amendments were re¬ 
tained verbatim, and the remaining 
seventeen amendments were redrafted 
and retained under different phraseol- 


tion to the Allison compromise. The 
most important of these were the 
striking out of the words “in its judg¬ 
ment** and the words “and fairly re¬ 
munerative.’* 

The Senate provision was retained 
providing that the order of the commis¬ 
sion shall take effect within such rea¬ 
sonable time, not less than thirty days. 

i shall be prescribed In the order of 
the commission. In the same action 
the Senate amendment wus agreed to 
which provides that through routes and 
Joint rates established shall apply when 
one of the connecting carriers is a 
water line. The proviso in relation to 
complaints for the recovery of damages, 
which shall be liled with the commis¬ 
sion within two years from the time 
the cause of uctlon accrues. Is amended 
so that it reads: 

•‘That claims accrued prior to the 
passage of this act may be presented 
within one year.'* 

The Senate eeceded from the McCum- 
ber amendment changing the word 
regularly’* to "lawfully** in relation to 
service upon the carrier of notice of 
disobedience of orders of the commis¬ 
sion. 

Tile portions of the Allison amend¬ 
ment covered by Section 5 of tho bill 
were all retained. These provide that 
suits may be brought in any of the 
Circuit Courts against the commis¬ 
sion;*' apply the expediting net to hear¬ 
ing* on applications for preliminary in¬ 
junctions; and provide that injunction 
or Interlocutory order or degree sus¬ 
pending or restraining the enforce¬ 
ment of orders of the commission shall 
not be granted except on hearing after 
not less than five days* notice to the 
commission; and provides that appeals 
may be taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United Slates.

CONFEREES AGREE 

On Statehood Bill. But May Strike 
Shoals In Senate. 

Washington, June 2.—Conferees on 
the Statehood Bill. «t 3 o'clock to-day. 
signed a report covering all points In 
dispute, but exception was taken by 
the Democrats to the agreement In re¬ 
lation to Arizona and New Mexico. The 
vote was unanimous In regard to all 
provisions relating to the admission of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory. The 
exception taken by Senator Patterson 
mid Representative Moon, the man¬ 
agers on the part of the minority. In¬ 
dicate that the agreement may yet en¬ 
counter shoals In the Senate, where a 
poll shows that without Democratic 
votes, the report cannot be adopted. 

The opposition to the admission of 
New Mexico and Arizona as one State 
has been led from the first by Senator 
Forakcr. By the old of a few Repub¬ 
licans and practically the entire iNsm- 
ocratic strength he had succeeded in 
preventing an agreement on any meas¬ 
ure that would not give to the people 
of either territory the right at a spe¬ 
cial election, to reject Joint statehood. 
By* the agreement signed to-day the 
people of these territories can vote sep¬ 
arately on the question of statehood at 
the regular eJee’Mon on November 6. 
at which time terrltoriAii officers and 
officers of the proposed rtvxv State are 
elected, and a vote upon the Constitu¬ 
tion, heretofore adopted, is also to be 
had. 

When the conference report was pre¬ 
sented to the Senate to-day. Senator 
Foraker declared that it wus not ac¬ 
ceptable to him, and he would do his 
utmost to defeat It. Senator Bailey 
declared that the agreement would not 
be accepted by the Democrats. The 
Indications are. therefore, that the re¬ 
port will precipitate another sharp 
con teat In the Senate. 

It was stated to-day that a poll of 
the Senate shows forty-tw'o Repub¬ 
lican votes and one Democratic vote 
for the conference report, which means 
that two more votes will have to be 
obtained before the report can be 
adopted. Senator Foraker believes that

In the case of 
Senator Smoot. Senator Burrows, who 
made the statement as chairman of the 
committee, asked that a day be fixed 
for the consideration of the subject, but 
the objection was made because the of¬ 
ficial report was not ready for consid¬ 
eration and on that account the further 
consideration of the subject wus post- 
iMined. There w'as no discussion of 
either the statehood or the rate ques¬ 
tion. 

The consideration of the Joint resolu¬ 
tion prescribing a policy in the pur¬ 
chase of Panama canal supplies con¬ 
sumed the major part of the session, 
and it closed by the adoption of the 
resolution by practically a party vote. 
The Democrats nought In many forms 
but In vain to secure the adoption of 
art amendment that would commit 
Congress against the protecUve sys¬ 
tem. The ony amendment adopted was 
one suggested by Senator Pettus. pro¬ 
viding that bilks shall be from the low¬ 
est responsible bidders.

Madrid. Juno 2.—Tho royal bull fight 
this afternoon was tho climax of tho 
spectacular magnificence attendant 
upon tho marriage of King Alfonso, 
and for tho time being Madrid forgot 
the horrors of the attempt on tho lives 
of the royal couple amid tho brillancy 
and excitement of thin national 
pastime. It wan feared the event would 
give occasion for another outrage, but 
everything passed off auspiciously. 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria be¬ 
ing continuously the center of enthusi¬ 
astic popular ovations. 

From about noon crowds chokel the 
salle do Alcala, leading toward tho 
Plaza de Toros, and extraordinary pre¬ 
cautions were adopted to prevent an¬ 
other attempt on the lives of their 
Majesties. Within and without tlu* vast 
amphitheater the picture was one of 
animation. Through every approach 
came the gorgeous equipages of mem¬ 
bers of the royal families iuid the per¬ 
sons of noble lineage The multitude* 
which packed the avenues were held 
back by solid masses of cavalry and In¬ 
fantry'* Within, the structure presented 
a wonderful scene of vibrating color. 
The arena was carpeted with flowers 
which a sharp wind carried about in 
• Idles until the ring was cleared for 
tho combat. Around tho circle, rising 
tier on tier, were GO.COO persons, most 
of them In gay costumes, with the royal 
box dominating the spectacle.

Ordeal For the Queen. 

At four o*c!6ck King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria entered the box« s and 
looked out upon the shouting multitude. 
The King wore a military uniform, 
while the Queen was attired in white 
lace with roses daintily arranged In 
her white mantilla. Much sympathy 
was felt for the young Queen in under¬ 
going this further ordeal. 

The bull fight Itself was a disappoint¬ 
ment to the Spaniards, as some of its 
usual blood-curdling feature* were 
omitted, probably as a concession bo 
the Queen. She viewed the gory spec¬ 
tacle without the least outward evi¬ 
dence of emotion. One maddened bull 
literally tore a horse to piece* under 
the railing of the royal box. from which 
Victoria looked down without shrink¬ 
ing

C HICAGO. June 2 —A new world’s 
rooord in the pole vault, and th* 
equaling of the beat previous 

mark In the 120 yards hurdles, 

marked the sixth annual meet of the In¬ 
tercollegiate Conference Athletic Associa¬ 
tion, held on Northwestern field at 

Evanston this afternoon. The University 

of Michigan team, as had been expected, 
took first honors, scoring the overwhelm¬ 
ing total of 62 #'5 points, the highest re¬ 
corded in the hlatory of the association. 
The University of Chicago wns second, 
and Iowa State Normal third 
With the general result a foregone con¬ 
clusion, Interest centered In the perform¬ 
ances of the Individuals. Leroy Samse, 
of Indiana University, by vaulting 12 feet 
4*14 Inchee, ^nd thus establishing a new' 
worlds record for the event was easily 
firs* In this respect. Hi* performance 
came at the end of the dny’s events and 
displayed Garret* of the University of 
Michigan, who had tied tho 120 yards hur¬ 
dle record of 151-6, and In addition had 
won first place In the 23) yards hurdles 
and tho discus throw, and second In the 
shot put. He scored eighteen points for 
hla school. 

F. Hamilton, an unheralded sprinter 
from Iowa State Normal, won both the 
dsehes. and landed hts school In third 
place. The absence of Parinns. the star 
dash man. of the University of Wiscon¬ 
sin. contributed to this result a* the 
“Badger' institution wns fourth, with 
nine points.

L ATONIA. Ky June 2.—[Special. ]— 
Before 10.000 people this after¬ 
noon. over the beautiful track that 
lies In the shadow of the Mllldale 
hills. Sir Huon. a Louisville colt, owned 
by George J. Long, a Louisville man. won 
the twentieth Latonia Derby with the 
greatest of ease. Behind him. faltering, 
staggering at every stride, came Lady Na¬ 
varre, the only other starter, half ob¬ 
scured In a cloud of yellow dust twenty 
lengths back. 

The Derby was a hippodrome, but this 
Is what thousands of the best people In 
Ohio and Kentucky came to see this after¬ 
noon. They did not expect a horse race. 
This simply came to pay homage to this 
grand-looking son of Falsetto, the win¬ 
ner of the Kentucky Derby; they came 
to see him gallop and to cheer him; they 
came to see the floral horseshoe placed 
about his shApely neck, and to say once 
and for all that he la the greatest three- 
year-old that has looked through a brldls 
this spring In the West. 

Sir Huon made good every claim that 
his most ardent admirers have offered. 
While his only contender to-day was Lady 
Navarre, he gave Ellison’s grand filly a 
moit decisive beating and left not a doubt 
In the mind of any human being within 
these whitewashed fences that he de- 
serves to be classed with Ben Brush and 
Tlaudlt and all the others In that illus¬ 
trious line that begins with Aristides and 
ends with this year’s winner of the Ken¬ 
tucky classic. 

There Is very little story to tho race. It 
was the fourth event on tho card, ond 
wns at a mllo and a half. The two start¬ 
ers went to the post about 4 o’clock In 
the afternoon. The nily was first In the 
parade, carrying the orange and whlto 
bars of Charley Ellison, then came Sir 
Huon. with the peacock blue and yellow 
sash of George I*mg. Dugan was on 
lady Navarre, and Troxler had the mount 
on Sir Huon. They pranced gaily out of 
the paddock and onto the broad track and 
up post the sweltering thousands in 
stands, clubhouse and lAwn. 

Starter Holtsmnn kept them at the post 
but a moment. He said a word or two 
to the boys and then the barrier twanged, 
and they were started on their long Jour¬ 
ney. 

Just for a moment Lady Navarre’s 
chestnut head showed In front, but Trox¬ 
ler. on Sir Huon. had his orders and he 
sent the bay son of Falsetto to the front 
In Jig time. Sir Huon. with that smooth, 
frlctlonless stride, which reminded the 
spectators of a piece of well-oiled machin¬ 
ery. opened up a gap of two lengths round¬ 
ing the first turn and when they swung Into 
the home stretch for the first time Du¬ 
gan hustling !-#dy Navarre along a bit In 
order that Sir Huon’s lead would not be 
too great. 

They came through the atretch os grand 
a looking pair as ever roced for a rich 
trophy, ond the crowd of ten thousand 
standing on tiptoe, began to cheer be¬ 
cause the mitre wos creeping up on the 
colt. It Is simply human for a crowd to 
be for the under dog. and down In the 
betting shed the chalk marks had said I 
to 8 Sir Huon. and 2Vfc to l Lady Na¬ 
varre. 

“She’ll catch him; he Is not as great 
as they said he was down at Louisville ” 
wim the murmur that was heard through¬ 
out the stand. 

They rounded the next turn with 81r 
Huon in the mme commanding position, 
and then passed into the buck stretch 
with Troxler having the colt “up in his 
lap.” while Dugnn was riding Lady Nn- 
varre for all hr* was worth. Then, for an 
eighth of a mile, took place the only 
part of the race which wns worthy of 
note. Tills was over at the far turn, 
where the horses seem to get slower on 
account of the angle, ft wns here that 
Dugan, on the Elttron filly, made his bid 
for the honor and glory which go 
with this me*', and from stand and pad- 
dock and bMtlng shed came the roar: 
“Lady Navarre has him!” 

Indeed. It looked so for ths fraction of 
a minute. With giant strides the daugh¬ 
ter of Plmte of IVtixanoe ate up space, 
and In a f>w fenund* *he was almost on 
even terms with the leader. Then Trox- 
ter gave Sir Huon his head, and this 
beautiful bay colt, untouched by whip 
or apur, and not even urg~d to do hlB 
beet, shot forth like an arrow that Is 
sent from the bow. and Jn the twinkling 
jof an eye, nlmo*. he wns two lengths 
to the good and merely galloping through 
the stretch: while behind him Lady Nn- 
j varre. as dlxsy as a drunken man. and 
smarting under the lash, and with the 
rowels cutting dark, crimson gashes In 
(her chestnut sides, was doing her beat 
to krep from belntf beaten off. At the 
finish Sir Huon wns pulled almost to a 
walk, finishing twenty length* In front 
of I^ady Navnrre. 

A hater result, or at least faster time. 
was expected by Secretary Dillon. Pre¬ 
siding Judge Price and other officials at 
tho track. They remembered, how. on 


Juno 9. 1896. Hnn d’Or beat Plaudit over 
tho same course in which Is tho 

fastest mile and a half thru was ever 
run on this tmek. and all b«6lev*d that 
ixidy Navarre, lids afternoon would be 
able to make Sir Huon extend himaelf. 
and possibly brrak the track record. 

The result simply proved that Sir lluon 
Is the best colt which haa been devel«>ped 
In the Went In a number of years 
Whether he Is able to take the measure 
of Burg unieter and the other three-year- 
old cracks of the East remains to be 
seen, but the result of to-day’s race made 
many friends for Sir Huon. and no mat¬ 
ter when or where he t-tnrt* he will bo 
w*ell supported by a number of people 
who, to-day, heard tho band play “My 
Old Kentucky Homo’’ and “Dixie” us ho 
was paraded through tho stretch after 
tho race with the horseshoe of fi.jwcra 
about hJs beautiful neck. 

It was & fine duy. a vast crowd, a track 
that was lightning fast and sport par ex¬ 
cellence. Six favorites out of seven re¬ 
warded the followers of form. Caper, In 
the second race, being the only favorite 
which failed to land the winner’s end of 
the purse. Several hundred Louisville 
people went to lAtonlu to see the Derby 
won by Sir Huon. and they hud a splendid 
time. All were exceedingly enthusiastic 
over Mr Long’s great colt, and he was 
complimented on all sides. In speaking 
of Sir Huon. Presiding Judge Price said; 

“I am not yet ready to wiy he is the 
greatest colt I ever saw 1 will say that 
he Is undoubtedly the best three-year-old 
which has shown In the Weat this spring, 
and In my opinion he can hold hta own 
with Burgomaster and other cracks in 
the East. He la well engaged In Eastern 
stakes, und his performances over the 
metropolitan tracks will be watched with 
Interest.” 

Tho opening race of the day brought 
forth eleven med.ocre platers, which ne¬ 
gotiated the one-mile route, and of which 
8t. Voltna always ruled favorite at 8 to 
2. with the balance of the field a case of 
write your own tlckeL The lunging of 
a couple of the horses when the rubier 
was released made what would have 
otherwise been a good start a very poor 
endeavor. Eular. which broke well in 
motion, displayed keen and burning spied, 
and. opening up a gap of three lengths 
going down the back stretch, looked all 
over the winner turning for home, but 
St. Volina, which had been well rated In 
the early stages, saved ground turning 
for home, and. closing with a rnttk.

That both of throe regatta a will bo of 
m higher standard thun ever before la evi¬ 
dent from the performance* winch the 
college oarsmen have been giving all 
spring There la cvary teaaon to believe 
that the crew* which row at I o ugh keep- 
ale will be far more equally matched 
than they were a year ago. when Cornell 
triumphed by a clean iwenty-twj length*. 
No bettor race than that which was 
fought by Syracuse, Pennsylvania und 
Georgetown for second place aat yejir 
could bo dealred, but the experts do not 
figure on the Ithacans gaining such a 
lead this time.

Cornell Will Be Favorite. 

As has been the vase for several years, 
the Poughkeepsie regatta will aurnct the 
greatest Interest. There was a t me when 
the Harvard-Yale regalia, aas tru* whole 
show In Jhe auuntlr world, but chat day 
hi* passed. Now th* U.tnanl- iul« re- 
ga tu occupies mu.h the same telation 
to the Poughkeepsie icgnttu Ui*t the 
Harvard-Vuie dual troi-k meet does to 
the Intercollegiate championships. Thr 
hope of the Poughke-q *l>» sir wards !» 
that sooner or later botn Hannrd and 
Yale will be Induced io eom*c*e every 
year at Poughkeepsie, without abandon¬ 
ing their dual rac?J. 

Cornell must be ,ho favorite for the 
Poughkeepsie regatta until tn^ big ru«* 
Js rowed. The iUmJuus occupy much the 
•am© position on the wr.ter iiuu Yale 
do«*s on the gridiron Both are occasion¬ 
ally beaten at their favorite sport, but 
tbolr victories far outnumber their de¬ 
feat*. Cornell has this year live members 
of her liK/6 champion eight. The first try¬ 
out the Ithacans had vra* their race 
with Harvard on Friday, and for this they 
were weakened by the loss of their 
stroke oar; yet they won. The Cornell 
men have been iralnlng with grout faith¬ 
fulness all spring, and with Charles 
Courtney's well-known re^ird for turning 
out championship rights the majority of 
rowing experts will continue to pick his 
crew against the field until they lose.

There are two crews this year which 
threaten serious trouble for Cornell.

The boom In the Quaker stock has been 
mused by the fact that the Pennsylva¬ 
nians are the only on## who could de¬ 
feat the strong Annapolis right this yroy. 
Columbia. Yalo and Georgetown each 
tried Its skill against the midribs, and ail 
lost The Quakers, on the other hand, 
with almost a totally green crew, out- 
rowed the midshipmen from start to fin¬ 
ish and showed a strength that will make 
them dangerous competitor* at Pough- 
ke-psle. The peculiar thing about this 
year's Pennsylvania crew is the fact that 
the eight :» made up largely of new 
men and last year's freshmen, despite the 
fart that Pennsylvania lost only one or 
two veterans by graduation, when the 
men reported for work on the river this 
spring Coach Ward worked them so 
hard that four of the veterans gave up. 
The coach made no effort to get them 
back, but nut In men who could and 
would stand the pace, although Inexpe¬ 
rienced.

The only drawback to rowing at Wiscon¬ 
sin Is the fact that the Badgers have 
no competition with other crews, since 
there ar* no other rowing universities 
in the West.

Weakness of Columbia.

Neither the Oolumldiw. nor the George ¬ 
town crew Is expected to make much of 
a showing this year. The New Yorkers 
nne as well equipped as any of their rivals 
to turn out victorious crews, hut they 
have never succeeded In doing this In re¬ 
cent years. Much of their weakness seems 
to be due to their tendency to change 
rowing roaches and systems so often 
Then, again, they are weakened this vear 
by the revolution that hus been geftng on 
In ail forms of athletics at Columbia. 
After all the discouragement* the Blue 
and White has had to contend with. It Is 
a wonder that Columbia has any crew at 
all. That the eight are not very strong 
wn» shown when it lost to Annapolis last 
week In record-breaking Cm©. The fact 
that the middle* broke the record was 
due not so much to the closeness of the 
mre as to the favorable conditions of 
wind and fide. The loss of Bermuth In 
ml risen son further weakened the New 
Yorkers, and Its Is hard to sec now 
where they are any stronger than George¬ 
town.

Georgetown's Creditable Showing. 

The consistent showing mnde by 
Georgetown year after year is one of the 
wonders of Intercollegiate rowing. Never 
since Georgetown has figured In the 
Poughkeepsie regatta has Coach Dempsey 
hnd more than twelve or fifteen candi¬ 
date# with which to work. When the rec¬ 
ord of the Georgetown eight Is com¬ 
pared with that of the other big uni¬ 
versities. with from 150 to 30o men from 
which to select a crew.

Such practices confuse cotton growers as much, 
if not mure, than cotton manufacturer*, and 
profit none except the speculator.

Sandy Ferguson’s Showing 
Against Ruhlin Causes 
Comment. 


AS FAST AS A LIGHTWEIGHT. 


Recent Contests Show That Boxing 
Is Undoubtedly On a Boom 
In the East.

EW YORK. June 2.-{Special )_By 
having a shad© the better of big 
Gus Ruhlin last Monday night, 
Sandy Ferguson proved that the 
claims of his manager, Johnny Mack, 
have not all been idle chatter. The latter 
has said persistently that Sandy was In 
the best condition of his career, had thor¬ 
oughly mode up his mind to ‘’behave," 
and that he surely would be heard from 
| In the heavy weight division. 

It looks now as though he will be heard 
I from, os numerous offer* for Sandy’s 
I services have been received by Manager 
Muck. While it Is not generally known, 
Fergusou weighed 23) pounds and over 
when he stepped into the ring with Ruh¬ 
lin. That is about the weight of Jeffries. 
And there was scarcely an ounce of su¬ 
perfluous tlosh. Although Sandy's victory 
over Ruhlin wus by no means decisive, 
the contest being six rounds without a 
decision, his speed, cleverness and foot¬ 
work were n revelation to New Yorkers. 
It was the first time he had ever boxed in 
the big city, and local patrons of tho 
game did not believe until they saw Sandy 
that a man so large could bo so fast. To 
reduce it down to plain figures, he welsh¬ 
ed almost forty pounds more than Jim 
Corbett did when he boxed SulUvnn, 
Mitchell and Fltxsimmons, As one critic 
put It. •'he Is ns fast as a lightweight." 
Nor Is a victory over Gus Ruhlin to be 
sneezed at. no matter by how small a 
margin it is won. Gus has done some 
great fighting and Is cosily one of the best 
heavyweights. Two wins over Tom Shar¬ 
key; victories over Stove O’Donnell, Tut 
Ryan, Joe Goddard. Jim Jeffords. Peter 
Maher and a twenty-round draw with Jim 
Jeffries are a few of Ruhlln’s best per¬ 
formances. 

There is plenty of timber for Ferguson’s 
axe. ns affairs In heavyweight circles are 
looking up some. With Sain Berger. Bob 
Fltxsimmons, Tommy Hums. Al Kauff- 
rnaun. Mike Schreck, John WUlle. Jack 
O’Brien. Marvin Hart, Ruhlin and several

There were a million arguments, more 
or leas, about Me Garry and Keyes after 
their twenty rough rounds at Esslngton. 

Of course, it Is a little late to discuss 
that battle, but as a number of wagers 
were made on the outcome of the con¬ 
test. a true statement of tho fact might 
he considered timely by those who take 
nn Interest in pugilistlr matters. In the 
first place, those who decided money awny 
by stating that "Keyes won." didn’t know 
what they were talking about. Only an¬ 
other case of two thing* being diametric¬ 
ally opjK>slte. Certain writer* made that 
decision, and as a natural consequence. 
hath*d the mutter up In great shape. The 
wrltor wus present at the fight, and aft¬ 
er It was all over mot Billy Rooap, the 
referee, coming out of the clubhouse Just 
ns the tlrne of day wjis being poaased 
several persons approached tho offUdnl 
and said. "Mr. Rocap. we have made 
several bets, and ms you were referee we 
will leave It to you. Which side won?" 

He replied: "No decisions are given at 
the* Tuxedo Club, and my duties as official 
arbitrator were ended for the night as 
soon ns th*» bell clanged nmpmnrlng that 
the- twentieth round had been concluded 
However. If you want my private opin¬ 
ion about It. 1 think it was a draw ’* And 
the moneys were drawn on the strength 
of whut he said. Many thought that 
Keyes won; others that a draw would 
have been fair, and still uthers that Mc- 
Gnrry wits entitled to the verdict After 
nil. It is pretty much a matter of per* 
sonal opinion. . 

• • • 

There Is one palpable effect that these 
"no decision" contests have on boxing— 
betting is discouraged, and It may be a 
good thing for the sport In the long run. 

There Is little or no temptation to Job 
where there Is no betting. In the bouts 
whore tho cry of "fake" has been started. 

It will bo found that there was consider¬ 
able betting. It Isn’t necessary to specify 
them. A bet under the Present condi¬ 
tions Is rather clumsy to decide, because 
no verdict Is handed down by tho referee. 

About the only sensible way to make a 
bet Is to have both sides agree on some 
person of known Judgment and honestv. 
and let them decide who wins ond who 
loses, irrespective of what tho papers 
stAte. as they often differ from each oth¬ 
er. Explain the bet thoroughly to the 
one selected and abide by his decision 
This Is being don© to a certain extent. 

Boston is tho only city In the East at 
present holding important contests where 
tho referee picks a winner and a loser. 

• • • 

All the pugilistic stars of the world 
seem to bo headed for the East. With 
San Francisco closed to the boxers for 
the present, the one bright spot loft ap¬ 
pears to be this section. California has 
sent almost a score of boxers, and Eng¬ 
land. Australia and even South America 
have their representatives.

FOOTBALL RULES HAMPER ATTACK. 

Coaches Say It Will Be a Very Hard Task To Gain Ten 
Yards In Three Downs By Line Bucking. 


J UNE 2.— Wean Point (Military Acad¬ 
emy boa thoroughly tented the new 
football rules, under the direction 
of Ooach Lieut- C. D. DoJy. A# a 
result tho West Point coaches felt that 
tho new rules Impose very severe condi¬ 
tions on the attacking team. 

To gttJn ten yards In three downs by line- 
bucking will be very difficult. This rule 
Is a seven* handicap for the offense, and 
In conjunction with the requirement that 
the five center men shall be kept on the 
line ronkae consistent gains almost im¬ 


possible when the teams are at ail erven- 
1 y matched. 

Tho rule to the effect tlmt a kicked bail 
may be recovered by any man on the 
"kicking side" after It tins touched the 
ground has tx*en found to be of great 
value to the a track An accurate kicker, 
with fast ends and forwards, can make 
this rule of great value to the offense. 
The "onslde" kick will force one man 
bock from the secondary line of defense. 

It Is thought here, after the recent 
tewts. that the forward pass will not af¬ 
fect the game much. One forward pass 
Is allowed on a play, provided the ball 
does not touch the ground before being 


touched by a player of eHher side. If 
the bull touches the ground before being 
touched bV a player of ?!*&<* side, it shall 
go to the opponents on tho spot where 
the pass was made. 

It has been found that the defensive 
pktyer moves «te fast and much more ac¬ 
curate than the bail. The proviso that 
unless tho b«H is ckwrly handled It gws 
to the opponent will make this piny of 
doubtful value. 

An adequate method of attack under the 
new rules was found that could be de¬ 
pended upon for ten yards’ consistent 
gains. Whether practice will develop it 
remains to be seen. 

The reaction of the old stylo of play 
has resulted In an open game that will 
largely consist of quick wing shifts that 
will threaten the vulnerable pointw of the 
defense and In short "onslde" kick* 

The offense will vary Its formation In 
order to scatter the defense a* much as 
possible. Next fail’s games will be more 
varied and c/pen than th«*w of the past. 

A season Qf trial nnd development will 
be nor*'8sory to secure a proper equilib¬ 
rium between the attack and defense.

When one 
thinks of the way Kid Lavigne, Joe Wal¬ 
cott and Joe Gans used to hit. as com¬ 
pared to that of some of the present-day 
lightweights, it pretty nearly gives one 
the horrors Still. Britt mightn’t have 
been at hi* best with McGovern, a* It was 
his first fight in New York, and the first 
he boxed any place for a long time and he 
may do better the next time out.

There Is no question but that boxing 
is on the boom In the East. For a long 
tlmo It seemed as though the sport was 
on the wane, but It has taken on a new 
lease of life and at the present time l* 
more popular than ever. With Boston, 
Philadelphia and this city open, affairs 
couldn't be much belter. The only draw¬ 
back Is that decisions are not permitted 
in New York or Philadelphia, but, what 
does It matter whether an official verdict 
!h handed down or not? The spectators 
see all they come to *ee. and they can 
a*k no more. When decisions are given, 
the spectators are generally divided, and 
seldom agree with the referee A great 
deal often depend* on which boxer you 
pick. If you bet on “the fellow with the 
brown hnlr." vnu naturally think he won 
if the battle inn t too onesided.
